Ban Intravenous Solution 


St. Alexius Hospital has discontinued 


use of the reportedly contaminated in- 
travenous solution which causes blood 
poisoning. A recall order was issued late 
Monday by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. 


The product, made by Abbott Labora- 


tories in North Chicago, is a liquid nutri- 
ent that is injected by needle into 
patients unable to eat or drink. 


Prior to notice of the ban, and based 


on knowledge that emergency removal of 
the product might soon be required, St. 
Alexius Hospital officials met all day 
Monday with the three competitive com- 
panies of Abbott. Officials announced a 
switch to a product made by Baxter Lab- 
oratories, yesterday morning. 


The change was effective immediately 


according to a spokesman at the hospi- 
tal. 


She said that the hospital had no in- 


cidents of illness or death caused by the 


Abbott solution, although 350 cases of 
blood poisoning and nine deaths were re- 
ported among 4,000 hospitals using the 
product. 


These hospitals had been warned two 


weeks ago when the possible con- 
tamination was disclosed. The Public 
Health Service's Center of Diseases Con- 
trol urged a ban of the product at that 
time. 


A warning was chosen instead because 


FDA officials were uncertain about the 
extent of the problem and the ability of 
other manufacturers to supply substitute 
solutions quickly, an FDA official said. 


The infections are believed to have 


come from germs in the products bottle 
caps, according to the local hospital 
spokesman. 


Shipments of the Abbott intravenous 


solutions which might have been in- 
volved with the infections have been sus- 
pended.

Resident Files Suit Against NI-Gas Co. 


An Elk Grove Village man last month 


filed a suit charging negligence by the 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. for allegedly 
failing to perform as expected when his 
heating furnace developed a leak and 
caused his family to become ill. 


Harold L. Rauch, of 560 Walnut Ln., in 


the suit said it was not until the fifth 
request that gas company employes 
made the test that determined there was 
a leak. 


He said he suspected that gas from 


the furnace had been the cause of his 
family's illness in February, 1969, but 
that it was not until October, 1969, that a 


test was made by the gas company. 


IF THE FIRM would have made the 


test sooner, Rauch, an engineer for Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Co., said he would 
not have had to put up with inconven- 
iences and the cost of medical expenses. 


Rauch said his wife and family became 


ill and were bothered by nose, throat ir- 
ritation, and nausea as a result of the 
gas coming from the furnace. He said he 
was not affected as much as they were 
because his job takes him out of the 
house. 


Rauch said that after gas company 


employes found the leak in the furnace ft 


was turned off. He moved his family into 
a motel for a few days while the gas 
heating system in his 10-year-old house 
was converted to electric heat. 


In a letter to Rauch last Feb. 25, the 


gas company denied that it is responsible 
for "the alleged allergies" of Rauch's 
family. Contacted yesterday, R. J. Eby 
said the matter was in the hands of the 
firm's attorneys and that it would not be 
proper for him to comment. 


Rauch is seeking $1,000 damages in a 


small claims suit filed Feb. 26 in the 
Niles branch of Circuit Court.

Legislative changes were proposed yes- 


terday to give the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission (NIPC) a stronger 
voice in what local governments do with 
land resources. 


The new measures, outlined in a report 


by the NIPC Legislative Advisory Com- 
mittee, would extend the commission's 
review authority to cover land acquisi- 
tion or disposition, public works projects 
costing more than $500,000, proposed de- 
velopment requiring rezoning of land in 
excess of 10 acres, and all boundary ad- 
justments. 


Findings of the two-year study were re- 


leased at a press conference in Spring- 
field by State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights, who has served, as 
chairman of the joint legislative com- 
mittee. In addition to proposals to bolster 
NIPC's authority over local land-use 
plans, the 29-page report called for 
changes in the commission's financial 
structure and membership. 


Its recommendations represented the 


first formalized effort since NIPC was 
formed in 1957 to strengthen the role of 
the agency as a comprehensive planning 
body for the six-county area surrounding 
Chicago. 


If the proposed legislative changes in 


the report are adopted, local governing 
units — including school districts — 
would have to submit certain plans for 
boundary changes, capital improvements 
and rezoning to NIPC at least 60 days 
prior approval. 


THE COMMISSION, according to the 


proposed legislation, then would review 
the plans for conformity to NIPC's long- 
range planning objectives. NIPC sub- 
sequently would report back to the local 
government if the plans were inconsist- 
ent with regional planning. 


However, NIPC opposition to such 


plans would not bar local units from go- 
ing ahead with their proposed programs. 


In the past, NIPC review was required 


only on development plans calling for 
federal funding from specified grants of- 
fered by the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 


The report also proposed legislative 


changes to require annual operating ex- 
penses be provided by the six counties 
within NIPC's jurisdiction. County gov- 
erning bodies would appropriate funds 
based on equalized assessed valuation. 
NIPC budget approval would first have 
to come from the State Department of 
Local Government Affairs. 


The study committee suggested the 


state could provide matching funds to the 
mandatory appropriations from the coun- 
ties, but did not incorporate such a mea- 
sure in its proposed legislation. 


Also included were proposals to boost 


commission membership from 19 to 25. 
Five commissioners would be appointed 
by the governor, five by the mayor of 
Chicago, two by the Cook County board, 
one each by the five other county boards, 
six by an "assembly of mayors" and one 
each by single-purpose governing bodies. 
Currently, only the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District (MSD) and the Chicago Transit 


Authority (CTA) are the only existing 
single-purpose units. 


Membership now consists of eight gu- 


bernatorial appointees, five representa- 
tives of Chicago Mayor Richard Daley 
and six representatives from participat- 
ing counties. 


At his press conference, Schlickman 


admitted none of the proposals was dra- 
matic but defended the report as a con- 
scientious effort to improve regional 
planning in the area. 


"The Legislative Advisory Com- 


mittee's recommendations are not revo- 
lutionary and do not change the basic 
character of NIPC. By implication, at 
least, we accept the 1957 act (creating 
NIPC), but recognize its imperfections 
and attempt to correct them," Schlick- 
man said. 


The report noted NIPC, "through little 


fault of its own," had accomplished little 
s i n c e 1957 in implementing com- 
prehensive plans.

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Tax Bills Expected To Be About Two Months Late

If tnx hills ore about two months late 


this year as expected, it will cost Ele- 
mentary School Hist. SB about $34,400 in 
interest on borrowed money according to 
the finance director. 


The district must borrow additional 


money to operate while waiting for the 
lornl taxes, causing the additional inter- 
est costs 


District officials do not know how long 


they will have tn wait for tax monies nor- 
mally distributed beginning in early 
July, since Cook County officials arc not 
saying 


A spokesman in the county treasurer's 


office said Monday that he did not know 


when tax bills would be ready. Normally, 
tax bills are mailed out by March 31 with 
payments due June 1 and Sept. 1. Tax 
bills are not expected to be mailed until 
May or June. 


BECAUSE IT IS THE taxpayer who 


pays the cost of such delays, the result is 
to eventually increase the tax bill with- 
out any corresponding increase in ser- 
vices, Arthur Perry, finance director, 
recently told the board of education. 


However, the additional interest may 


be one of the smaller financial problems 
the district must face this year if local 
taxpayers become as active as those in 
Arlington Heights.

Dist. 25 presented a petition Monday with 
more than 200 signatures asking the 


board of education there not to cut any 
programs. The petition asks the board to 
freeze teachers' salaries for two years in 
order to do this. 


Information presented earlier by the 


Dist. 25 administration showed the dis- 
trict needed to cut more than $1 million 
from the budget in the next two years. 


While the petition was being presented 


in Arlington Heights, Dist. 59 board 
members were meeting Monday to dis- 
cuss the preliminary budget for the com- 
ing school year. 


FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES in the 


district were stressed by Supt. James 
Erviti, who said, "Dist. 59 cannot contin- 
ue to live as Alice in Wonderland like 


they have done for a long time." 


He said people have continually asked 


"Why can't we have this program and 
why can't we have that. 


"It's simple. We can't have them be- 


cause there is no money," he said. 


The preliminary budget shows no funds 


for increased wages for administrators, 
custodians, teachers, and secretaries oth- 
er than those already promised in the 
salary schedule. 


If the teachers seek an 8 per cent cost 


of living increase, which is what they re- 
ceived last year, this would mean an ad- 
ditional $425,000 or so for the 528 full- 
time positions in the district. 


HOWEVER, THE preliminary budget 


shows no possible revenue to cover such 
an increase. 


Although teachers' salaries were not 


discussed by the board at its budget 
committee meeting Monday, a few small 
cuts were mentioned in other areas, such 
as the $5,000 salary for a part-time pub- 
lic relations person and $9,000 for build- 
ing appraisals. 


Both were needed, according to the ad- 


ministration, but in light of the finacial 
situation it was recommended they were 
areas of "possible" cutting. 


The budget committee has scheduled 


the next meeting for 8 p.m. April 12 in 
the administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


Chairman Powell 
Forced To Resign 


The

Mental 


Health Board Monday night forced the 
resignation oi Dr. Bernard Powell as its 
chairman, citing lack of leadership and 
an overstepping of authority as its rea- 
sons 


The hoard tokl Powell he was "lacking 


in leadership," and accused him of "tak- 
ing it upon yourself to not submit things 
we ask you to submit." Mrs. Beverly 
Templeton. who appeared to be spokes- 
man in the issue, said "Your're over- 
stepping your authority." 


The board handed Dr. Powell a letter, 


which members said they would present 
'.o the town board of auditors should Dr. 
Powell refuse to resign. "Of course, we'd 
stive you time to resign for your own rea- 
sons." said Robert Rew, board member. 


DR. POWF.U, indicated at the meeting 


he would resign. He said Tuesday he had 
consulted town supervisor Vernon Lau- 
brnstem and said he would resign from 
the chairmanship but not from the board. 
Powell was appointed to the chairman- 
ship by the town board. 


Dr. Powell also is the township's repre- 


sentative to and chairman of a four-town- 
ship mental health council. He said Tues- 
day he would leave It to the town board 
to decide whether or not he will remain 
the Schaumburg council representative. 
The council also represents Elk Grove, 
Palatine and Wheeling townships. 


The letter given to Powell was signed 


by five of the six other members of the 
board. These were Mrs. Lois Mallgren,

"Dr. Powell has shown a keen interest 


in the needs and problems of mental 
health in the township. Unfortunately, we 
feel that he lacks the temperament, or- 
ganization and administrative ability to 
direct and lead this board to fulfill the 
task to which it was appointed," said the 
letter. 


"DR. POWELL'S INABILITY to com- 


municate and delegate with the under- 
signed members of the township board 
has resulted in dissent ion, misunder- 
standing, unnecessary problems in com- 
munications. 


"Dr. Powell, we feel, in his enthusiasm 


and desire for a good mental health pro- 
gram for the township, has unfortunately 
overstepped his authority and responsi- 
bility as a member of this board and as 
chairman." 


Attached to the letter was a list of five 


grievances. The main accusations listed 
were failure to provide the board mem- 
bers with materials they requested, over- 
ruling decisions made by a majority of 
the board, and failure to follow board di- 
rections. The materials referred to were 
information on mental health services 
provided by the township, and a copy of 
the council by-laws, which they said Dr. 
Powell has had since before the Feb. 27 
mental health referendum in the four 
townships. 


A specific decision the board said Pow- 


ell overruled was one to hold an open 
meeting to discuss board feeling on the 
referendum. Powell scheduled such a 
meeting with the town board of auditors. 


ON THE THIRD point, the board said 


it had directed Powell to tell the council 
it objected to voting membership by 
agencies who are to be paid by the coun- 
cil. Powell did not do so. 


Other criticisms were that Powell 


failed to prepare agendas, as he was di- 
rected to do by the town board of audi- 
tors, and that he was unable to commu- 
nicate accurately with board members, 
not notifying them of speaking com- 
mitments with local organizations and in- 
accurately reporting telephone conversa- 
tions with individual board members to 
the other board members. 


The board said the letter was prepared 


in February, before the meeting with the 
town board of auditors to discuss the ref- 
erendum. It was not presented to Powell 
then because of the referendum, they 
said. 


Powell, who is a candidate for the 


Township Dist. 54 Board of Education, 
said the mental health board action 
would not affect his candidacy.

Mod Schedules On Way Out?

Modular class scheduling at Wheeling 


High School must be changed next year 
because of expected enrollment increas- 
es. 


Thomas Shirley, Wheeling High School 


principal, told the Dist. 214 board Mon- 
day night the present plan of 20 15-min- 
ute periods cannot accommodate the 
2,835 students expected to be attending 
the school this fall. According to Shirley, 
a revised plan, which will reduce the 
amount of unscheduled time students 
have, will be brought to the board in 
about two weeks. 


Presently, students spend about 55 per 


cent of the school day in class and 45 per 
cent in individual and small group study 
and free-time. Tentatively, Shirley said, 
students next year will have 75 per cent 
of their school day scheduled for classes 


and 25 per cent free-time. 


"We have had some problems, but I 


would say this has been an exhilarating 
kind of educational experience for me," 
Shirley said. 


He cited lack of space for individual 


study and a general decline in grades as 
two problems which have come up this 
year: "We know a lot more about modu- 
lar scheduling now than we did a year 
ago. We have learned the students have 
too much unstructured time." 


Parents in the audience agreed with 


him: "These 16,17 and 18-year-olds don't 
know how to manage their time. They 
are fooling around and playing cards ail 
day," one mother said. 


Shirley replied that teaching students 


to be responsible for their own time is 
part of education. He said teacher-stu- 
dent contact outside of class has in-

creased as the year progressed. 


"I look at modular scheduling as being 


a turn around a corner. You try to get 
everyone and all facets to make it 
around the corner at the same time, but 
not all have. We have some areas which 
are way around the corner, others which 
are just now beginning to turn. This con- 
versionary process, as I call it, is still 
going on," Shirley said. 


Board members questioned how much 


is actually being learned this year under 
modular scheduling as compared with 
last year under more traditional tech- 
niques: "Prentas are telling me we can't 
allow this program to go on next year 
because their children aren't learning 
enough," Arthur Aronson said. 


Shirley admitted some teachers have 


said they will not cover as much course 
material as they did last year: "But then 
we have some who say they are covering 
more material under modular sched- 
uling." 


Results of three surveys given to 


teachers, students and parents have been 
given to board members as part of an 
evaluation of modular scheduling after 
one year of operation. 


Generally, teachers agree modular 


scheduling requires more preparation 
time. Two-thirds say they have had more 
one-to-one contact with students this 
year. Of the 141 staff members who re- 
sponded to the survey, 76 per cent said 
they would rather teach in a modular 
scheduled school and 73 per cent said 
they would like to continue the present 
Wheeling program. 


S t u d e n t s indicated more resource 


rooms for study should be available, 
though one-half said they were able to 
finish 
homework assignments during 


school. One-third said they have partici- 
pated in more extra-curricular activities 
this year than they did last year. 2,191 of 
2,687 students responded to the survey. 


All parents received a questionaire. 


Of the 35 per cent responding, most 
agreed students have too much unsche- 
duled time, too little discipline and not 
enough teacher contact. 


"We have found that more students are 


taking advantage of more class offer- 
ings," Shirley said. About 85 per cent of 
the students are taking five or more aca- 
demic courses, he said. 


The Wheeling High School principal 


also emphasized the school has a respon- 
sibility for students not able to manage 
modular scheduling: "We can make 
arrangements for individual students to 
have structured time all day. Parents 
should contact me if they think they 
want their child to be accountable for 
everji period of the day." 


Man Charged 
With Battery 
At Harper 


An Arlington Heights man was ar- 


rested and charged with aggravated bat- 
tery yesterday afternoon after he alleg- 
edly struck a Harper College security 
guard at the community college in Pala- 
tine. 


Edward Seaman, 22, of 919 N. Fernan- 


dez Dr. was taken to the Palatine police 
station and was released on $5,000 bond. 


Police said Seaman allegedly struck a 


Harper security guard identified as Sgt. 
Terry L. Strey. 
j Seaman is scheduled to appear in the 
Arlington Heights Branch of the Cook 
County Circuit Court on April 16. 


Seaman's arrest followed an incident 


which occurred in the entrance to the 
Harper College Center, where a Career 
Day program was being held. 


The Harper student became involved 


in a pushing and shoving match with sev- 
eral members of the Harper security 
force, after a friend of Seaman's had 
been accused of attempting to steal a po- 
lice decal from an exhibit, according to 
college officials. 


STREY AND ABOUT four members of 


the Harper force attempted to subdue 
Seaman, while Seaman's sister wrestled 
with the police. 


Finally, several off-campus policemen 


attending the Career Day activities aided 
the Harper force in handcuffing Seaman. 
He was then taken to the Harper security 
office, where he was questioned by Har- 
per security officials before the Palatine 
police arrived. 


In addition to the Palatine charge, Sea- 


man was charged under the college's 
conduct code with failing to produce a 
student ID for a college official and fail- 
ing to obey the orders of a college offi- 
cial. 


The Career Day activities were not dis- 


rupted by the dispute, although perhaps 
100 Harper and visiting high school stu- 
dents, faculty members and adminis- 
trators witnessed the fight. After Seaman 
was escorted to the security office, the 
activities in the college center resumed.

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Door-To-Door Sales Ordinance Eyed

Paul Hamer, Wheeling village attor- 


ney, yesterday told representatives of 
the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) 
that their proposed rule to give buyers 
three days to cancel a door-to-door sale 
will reduce possible fraud but not elimi- 
nate door-to-door sales 


Hamer. who as chairman of an Illinois 


Municipal League Committee, was re- 
sponsible for drawing up model antl-so- 
licitation ordinances for member com- 
munities, gave testimony against door-to- 
door -sales in the second day of three 
days of public hearings in the federal 
building m Chicago 


"Wheeling is a new middle class com- 


munity." Hamer said, "with a population 
of about IS.000 and we were besieged 
with door-to-door salesmen of all kinds, 
especially when our new developments 


were going up." 


Hamer said his village tried three 


methods to solve the problem his village 
was having with door-to-door solicitors. 
"We passed a license ordinance and an 
invited solicitation ordinance as ruled on 
by the supreme court and we passed a 
trespass ordinance. 


"We were challenged on our ordi- 


nances by a door-to-door solicitor," Ham- 
er continued, "and the appellate court 
ruled that we as a village couldn't enact 
all three ordinances but that we could 
have a trespass ordinance." 


Hamer explained how the trespass or- 


dinance works. "Once the solicitor goes 
onto someone's property and is asked to 
leave, either orally or in writing; if he 
doesn't leave he is trespassing." 


According to Hamer no one has chal- 


lenged the validity of the trespass ordi- 


nance and no arrests have been made 
because the local police have been giving 
warning to would be trespassers. 


Hamer said the dangers and evils in- 


herent in soliciting were made apparent 
in a 1959 decision of the New Jersey 
Supreme Court. "Soliciting and canvass- 
ing needs proper regulation under police 
powers," Hamer said, "because fraud, 
deceit and dishonesty are available to 
the minority of unscrupulous solicitors." 


Hamer suggested three changes in the 


proposed FTC ruling. He suggested that 
the $10 limit on goods and services pur- 
chased in a door-to-door sales transac- 
tion should be lowered to five dollars and 
still qualify for cancellation on the con- 
tract. 


HE ALSO asked that the provision of 


allowing a three-day cooling off period be 
changed to five business days "to give

the husband a chance to cancel a con- 
tract. Hamer also asked that the idea of 
a positive option on the part of the buyer 
be considered. That would mean the buy- 
er would have to say yes he still wanted 
the goods within the prescribed amount 
of time. 


"We think that the fraud in door-to- 


door sales will be reduced," Ham* 
added, "with the passage of this ruling 
by taking out the fly by night salesmen 
without interfering with the legitimate 
salesmen." 


Frederic Sherwood, chairman of an in- 


ter-industry committee of direct selling 
companies and interested associations, 
said that the types of regulation of door- 
to-door sales that Hamer talked about 
have been passed in quite a few Illinois 
towns but "good direct sellers haven't 
been bothered by it." 


"I don't think the regulation will wipe 


out door-to-door sales," Sherwood contin- 
ued, "but it will eliminate many prob- 
lems in home selling now faced by the 
industry." 
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A Hoffman Estates woman Monday 


told representatives of the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) the story of how she 
became involved with a non-existent food 
company which promised her a "revolu- 
tionary way to save money." 


Mrs Clayton Winger, of 301 Winston 


Dr . testified at a public hearing in the 
Federal Building in Chicago about a 
freezer food plan which would have cost 
her $1.400 over an 18-month period. 


According to Mrs. Winger, the freezer 


food plan would have provided her with 
meat and frozen juices, vegetables and 
TV dinners every two months at a cost of 
$82 26 per month. 


Her contract, set for an 18-month peri- 


od, was signed with Greet Lakes Foods. 
1517 EUinwood Ave., Dee Plaines, but 
was sold to Joyce Acceptance Co., a fi- 
nance company in Elmwood Park. 


MRS. WINGER .SAID she had already 


given the salesman from Great Lakes 
Foods a $25 deposit and she had received 
the first shipment of food when she found 
that the contract had been sold. 


"We have been able to cancel our con- 


tract with Grate Lakes Foods," Mrs. 
Winger told the representatives, who are 
holding the hearings to discuss a pro- 
posed trade regulation rule giving buyers 
three days to cancel a door-to-door sale 
tf consumer goods or services of $10 or 
more 


"But we have not yet received the can- 


celed contract or the $25 deposit," she 
explained. 


Mrs Winger said she found a card in 


her mailbox last November which de- 
•cribed a freezer food plan available "for 
the first time in the Chicagoland area" 
by Great Lakes Foods. 


"I HAD JVST bought • freezer," Mrs. 


Winger said, "and I sent the card in to 
get details on the offer. Three weeks lat- 
er a representative came to the house 
•nd talked to us. He asked us what kinds 
of meat we like and what are our favor- 
ite cuts 


"He told us the meat we'd get as part 


of the plan and he told us what brand 
£ame vegetables we'd receive from 
Item He took the dimensions of our 
geezer and said it would hold a two 
months food supply " 


Mrs Winger said the contract that she 


ind her husband signed stated they 
would pay IR2 28 per month for food de- 
livered to them over an 18-month period. 
Mr* Winger laid she later found that the 
food they received in their first shipment 
was not worth athnt much money 


"I asked him (the salesman) if the 


contract could he canceled," Mrs. Wing- 
er continued "He said no but did say 
that if we didn't Bke the food we could 
call the company and they would ex- 
change it. or he said we could order less 
and less food and they wouldn't find it 
profitable so they'd cancel us." 


Mrs. Winger also said that when she 


asked the salesman if she could read the 
back of the contract he refused to let her 
and said he had fully explained very- 
thing contained in the written agree- 
ment 


"LATER I FOUND that the contract 


did not have the provision about buying 
leas food," she said, "and I found that 
the back of the contract had the provi- 
sion that the contract could be sold to a 
finance company." 


She called the Joyce Acceptance Co. 


and told them that the salesman had 
misrepresented the contract and said 
she wanted to cancel the contract. She 
tried to call Great Lakes Foods but they 
were not listed.

They feel 
students must learn to accept responsi- 
bility for their time while still in high 
school. The parents disagree, saying 
freshmen and sophomores are not ca- 
pable of knowing how important their 
free time is during the school day. 


Undoubtedly, the battle between par- 


ents and educators over what is the best 
way for students to learn about life will 
continue in Dist. 214. Parents want to go 
back to the "tried and true" traditional 
ways, administrators want to look for- 
ward to the Age of Teaching Responsi- 
bility and schools without walls. 


As in every battle, some will be 


wounded. Let's hope it is the educators' 
dreams or the parents' pride and not the 
students' futures which suffer.

The legislation is vital, the congress- 


man said, because ever since the U.S. 
joined in United Nations — sponsored 
economic sanctions against the Ian 
Smith government in Rhodesia, the U.S. 
has been depending on the Soviet Union 
for most of its chrome supply. 


Crane said the ban on Rhodesian im- 


ports is not producing the intended effect 
of hurting Rhodesia's economy, but is 
hurting American industry, largely be- 
cause the Soviet Union has increased the 
price of chrome from $30 to $50 a ton. 


Crane also said the boycott on Rhode- 


sian chrome is resulting in a "chan- 
nelling of inflated profits to the Soviet 
Union, which is one of the chief suppliers 
of our enemy in Vietnam." 


"Our dependence on the Soviet Union 


for chrome is placing us in a dangerous 
and vulnerable position," Crane said. 
"The Soviets could cut off our chrome 
supply at will, interrupting production of 
defense materials and causing a serious 
crisis."

ILLINOIS LEGISLATORS have less 


than a month to introduce bills in Spring- 
field. The deadline for introduction of 
bills in the Senate is April 20 and the 
House of Representatives deadline is 
April 23. The two houses have another 
month to pass bills originating in their 
houses, with June 30 set as the final day 
for consideration and adoption of confer- 
ence committee reports. 


As of March 12, there were 278 Senate 


bills introduced and 866 House bills, or a 
total of 1,144. Estimates of the number of 
bills that would be introduced in the ses- 
sion have ranged as high as 7,000 — 
which means there will be quite a flood 
in the next four weeks. The General As- 
sembly has been in session since Jan. 6. 
As of March 12. five bills had been 
passed in both houses and signed into 
law.

and demonstrate its capacity to do so, he 
added. 


Any revenue bonds purchases toward 


improving commuter facilities, as being 
considered in Des Plaines, are not con- 
sidered part of money municipalities will 
have to raise before receiving a federal 
grant. 


For example, if Des Plaines were to 


plan a $900,000 expansion and purchased 
$300,000 in revenue bonds, the federal 
government would grant only two-thirds 
of the remaining $600,000 to be paid. 


DES PLAINES, through other sources, 


would still have to come up with one- 
third of $600,000. 


The UTMA restriction on revenue 


bonds creates a vicious downward circle. 
The alternative is to come up with mon- 
ey from MFT funds as did Palatine; use 
general municipal fund money scarce in 
most suburban communities; or go to 
referendum as did Chicago on its new 
subway issue. 


Another way of securing federal money 


had been proposed by Thomas Ploss of 
the Milwaukee Road Railroad. 


Ploss in his "Project Transi-plan" is 


working to unify commuter communities 
served by the Milwaukee Road into a 
mass transit district. 


THE DISTRICT WILL have taxing 


power it would not use, Ploss said. The 


railroad will come up with the matching 
funds needed to get a federal grant and 
the commuters from participating vil- 
lages would benefit, he added.

In The Suburbs 


If there was ever strong evidence 


that the suburbs and the core city 
are irrevocably tied to each other, 
it came when the Chicago Housing 
Authority recently announced that 
200 low income housing units would 
be built at 25 suburban locations. 


Although the CHA's legal right to 


make such a determination is un- 
der dispute, there is no doubt that 
Chicago-based agencies are active- 
ly working for site selection and fi- 


does exist here. But beyond that 
there is a legitimate sense of suspi- 
cion among suburban homeowners 
toward the developers who bring 
their programs to the suburbs. 


In Rockford, for example, a low 


income housing development was 
built which HUD officials now ad- 
mit was a mistake. The high-rise 
structures developed in Chicago 
are freely shown as another mis- 
take in public housing theory. 


nancing aimed at bringing subsi- 
dized housing to suburban commu- 
nities 


Unlike residents of many North- 


west suburban communities, the 
men who guide the affairs of public 
and private housing agencies do 
not see the suburbs as separate 
and distinct from the inner city. 


In fact, the guidelines estab- 


lished for federal and local housing 
authorities clearly consider out- 
Iving suburban communities as 
part of the metropolitan whole, and 
subject to development of low and 
moderate income housing sites. 


Last year, in a significant speech 


delivered in San Francisco, Secre- 
tary of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment George Romney set the 
tone for much of the government's 
attitude toward the suburbs. 


"I am proposing," Romney said, 


"that we create balanced, diver- 
sified environments that will com- 
bine the best of three worlds: the 
sense of the community of the 
small town, the attractiveness of 
the suburbs and the excitement 
and stimulation of the city 


"To do so we must open subur- 


ban housing opportunities to all 
Americans. We must build bal- 
anced communities . ." 


Romney, in effect, was giving no- 


tice 
to 
suburban 
communities 


where the use of zoning laws have 
effectively prevented low income 
housing development and where 
the price of land is now almost pro- 
hibitive to the low-profit developer. 


To that end. federal courts have 


recentlv struck down zoning laws 
in several communities where the 
intent of the law was clearly aimed 
at excluding residents beneath a 
certain salary range 


At the same time, funds allo- 


cated to HUD and directly aimed 
at providing federal housing sub- 
sidies have become substantial 


Hl'I) is now prepared to spend 


$300 to $500 million for public hous- 
ing in the Midwest alone The gov- 
ernment is committed to aiding the 
construction 
of 
400.000 housing 


units in the next year Of those, 
165.000 units will be built as single 
familv dwellings under FHA 235. 
and 150 000 multi-family units un- 
der FHA 236 


The message in this seems to be 


clear There is a massive com- 
mitmrnt to the nation's housing 
shortage and the thrust of that de- 
velopment is being aimed at subur- 
ban communities perched on the 
edge of the cities 


In northwest Cook County, that 


national thrust is aided by the con- 
trol of unincorporated land by a po- 
litical power structure dominated 
from the city 


But what of the suburbs? What of 


the men and women who came 
here seeking their own way of life 
and their own solace17 


There is a tendency to label sub- 


urban residents who oppose low 
cost housing in their midst as rac- 
ist. or as narrow-minded men and 
women who value their own prop- 
erty above the demands of the 
black and the poor for decent hous-

Even those publicly financed 


projects thoughtfully designed for 
both tenants and residents of sur- 
r o u n d i n g neighborhoods have 
serious defects in the liability im- 
posed or the owners of the devel- 
opment. 


Under terms of many limited 


partnerships used in developing 
low income housing, the backers 
may dissolve their organization af- 
ter a certain number of years, 
thereby perhaps leaving local mu- 
nicipalities with the maintenance 
and administration of the project. 


Recent nationwide scandals in 


the single-family, FHA 235 pro- 
gram, have also lent to this air of 
suspicion. 


In short, the low and moderate 


income housing programs of the 
government apparently have at- 
tracted some unscrupulous devel- 
opers whose lack of community re- 
sponsibility has undercut the basic 
intent of the programs. 


To the residents of Northwest 


suburbs, there is a genuine fear of 
opening their villages and cities to 
a development which may so 
change the tone and direction of 
the community that it no longer is 
the town they considered home. 


Yet the suburbs cannot shut their 


gates forever. The moral and legal 
intent of low and moderate income 
housing is correctly based on the 
idea that people, any people, may 
live where they choose. And living 
in the suburbs near their place of 
employment does not mean that 
the poor have to live in shacks out- 
side village boundaries. 


The dilemma between irrespon- 


sible development and the legal 
and moral implications of federal 
subsidies has now been given to the 
suburbs, and the Northwest sub- 
urbs in particular. 


The residents of the Northwest 


suburbs in turn must meet this di- 
lemma with a responsible, unified 
voice. 


Organizations such as the North- 


west Municipal Conference or the 
county-wide Council of Govern- 
ments will have to be the voice of 
all the suburban communities in 
the area. These agencies should 
immediately investigate the estab- 
lishment of a suburban housing au- 
thority whose powers could encom- 
pass several municipalities and 
represent those cities and villages. 


The intent of the authority should 


be to legitimately seek locations 
for low and moderate income hous- 
ing and further, to insure that the 
developments conform to the basic 
style and character of the commu- 
nity. 


Of course, there will be problems 


with this approach. The cities and 
villages of the Northwest suburbs 
are fragmented and diverse in 
their approach to low and moder- 
ate income housing. 


Yet the fact remains that low in- 


come housing is a reality in subur- 
b a n 
communities everywhere. 


Soon it will be a reality here. 


The responsibility of elected offi- 


cials and residents is to insure that 
these developments are legitimate 
in their purpose and honest toward 
the communities that will give 
them a home.

The wise newly-elected official will 


spend some time watching and listening 
before sounding off about something he 
knows little or nothing about. This is the 
accepted deportment for the newcomer 
who recognizes the advantages of getting 
off on the right foot over sticking it in his 
mouth. 


At the same time, the potential of an 


elected leader can be measured by how 
quickly he squirms out of this cocoon of 
reticence. Unfortunately, some never 
emerge. 


One who did with astounding adroit- 


ness is Cook County Commissioner John 
H. Stroger. An attorney from Chicago's 
south side, the freshman board member 
has displayed a remarkable ability to get 
involved and make himself heard. 


After winning his election bid last No- 


vember, he unobtrusively took his seat in 
the last row of the board room. For the 
first two or three meetings, he listened 
attentively, absorbing with sponge-like 
efficiency every detail of the proceed- 
ings. 


Then bam! The silence was broken 


with resounding finality. 


Stroger asked probing questions, raised 


uncomfortable issues and challenged the 
previously unchallenged. 


Shortly after breaking his silence, Stro- 


ger questioned a routine monthly report 
from the Department of Public Aid. He 
expressed concern the rising costs re- 
flected in the report were caused by fail- 


ure of public aid officials to find gainful 
employment for welfare recipients. 


His remarks at first brought the 


board's five Republican commissioners 
to the edge of their chairs in the hope 
they at last had an ally in their struggle 
against high welfare costs. But the sub- 
urban quintet sank back when Stroger 
suggested jobs could be found in commu- 
nities outside Chicago where so many in- 
dustrial firms had relocated. 


Though a strong proponent of public 


housing in suburban areas to provide vi- 
tal accessibilty to these jobs, Stroger, 
one of two black commissioners, demon- 
strates an acute awareness of the prob- 
lems and fears facing our predominantly 
white population. And he doesn't cast 
them aside as insignificant.

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He recognizes neither he nor any other 


black ultimately will sell the idea of low- 
cost public housing. Key to its success 
are concerned white residents capable of 
communicating with the suburban popu- 
lation in meaningful terms, according to 
Stroger. 


"You've got to get some people in the 


suburbs who believe in this," he com- 
mented. "Otherwise, it would be like a 
white going into a ghetto area to promote 
a white concept." 


Public housing and welfare are only 


two of many issues Stroger is pin.,—.g. 
And much of what he says and does car- 
ries far-reaching implications for North- 
west suburbia. 


We would do well to keep an eye on 


this energetic county commissioner. He 
knows where we are and, unlike some of 
his Democratic colleagues, he's not 
about to forget it.

Facts Guide Nixon On Laos Policy

President Nixon always has had a 


streak of fatalism in him, and he's let- 
ting it show as he deals with the U.S.- 
supported incursion into Laos by South 
Vietnamese forces. He is taking his chan- 
ces with shaky public opinion. 


He knows a poll shows that, of those 


Americans who wish to express a view, a 
small majority disapproves the Laotian 
venture. 


In his interview with the New York 


Times, the President said he had no 
doubt polls would show the people favor- 
ing withdrawals of troops from Europe 
as well as Vietnam, not to mention mili- 
tary budget cuts. But he added: 


"Polls are not the answer. You look at 


the facts." 


What he meant was that he is acting in 


accord with his judgment of national in- 
terest and responsibility. He spoke as if 
he had just been reading lines by diplo- 
matic historian Herbert Feis. In his new 
book, "From Trust to Terror," Feis 
writes: 


"Public opinion can inspire or frus- 


trate a president. He can neither ignore 
nor yield supinely to it. He must be its 
judge, not its servant. 


"... when peace or war is at issue, the 


president cannot leave the decision to 
others without forfeiting the responsi- 
bilities of his office." 


Nixon, having already withdrawn up- 


wards of 220,000 men from Vietnam and 
indicated his intent to pull out thousands 
more, clearly is responding to wide pub- 
lic disenchantment with the war. Yet 
there is fresh evidence that he will man- 
age the pullout only in ways he thinks 
will maximize South Vietnam's prospects 
of independent survival. And this, ob- 
viously, without too much concern for the 
public's view. 


Defense Secretary Melvin Laird's huge 


new report on U.S. defense posture con- 
tains the fresh emphasis. If lingering 
doubt existed, it is gone. The President 
does not intend' to take the last U.S. 
forces from Vietnam until be is as satis- 


fied as he can possibly be that Hanoi 
cannot conquer it. 


Though this has often been surmised, 


the administration from the time of Cam- 
bodia in 1970 has justified any heightened 
military activity as designed to protect 
U.S. troops and promote their pullout. 


Yet Laird's report never talks of "Viet- 


n a m i z a t i o n " (build-up of Saigon's 
forces) as if it were simply a device to 
ease withdrawals. The report's deadly 
earnest theme is that we intend to make 
South Vietnams' forces "self-reliant" 
against any conceivable aggression from 
the north. 


Laird observes that one of the key as- 


sumptions underlying the Vietnamization 
program is that "as long as the conflict 


continued, Free World assistance to 
South Vietnam would be required." 


This, of course, means American assis- 


tance. And it means some measure of it 
until the war is over.

In the third and final phase of Viet- 


namization as projected by Laird, we 
would have in that country a residual 
military advisory commission — along 
with "whatever small security forces" 
are needed to protect it. What this all 
represents in force numbers we may not 


know for a long time, but the guessing 
here has been 50,000 men. 


Before we get to that, however, we will 


have to run through Phase II — the peri- 
od in which Saigon's armies develop full- 
er air. naval, artillery and logistics ca- 
pabilities. Our heavy support of the 
Laos incursion indicates how far off 
this goal is. 


Since South Vietnamese soldiers must 


learn English as a base for complex 
training in these crucial support endeav- 
ors, Phase II could be a painful, prot- 
racted time of transition. And it could 
test severely Nixon's resolve to withdraw 
us without imperiling our ally.

being sold b> Continental and other com- 
panies on a group basis through medical 
societies and bar associations in a num- 
ber of rommtttros It should gradually 
become available to doctors and lawyers 
all across the land at rates, not cheap 
but well within reach 


However, there's more to the group 


malpractice insurance plans than send- 
ing the local medical society or bar asso- 
ciation a check and asking to be insured 


"These group plans are really 'risk 


control agencies," Tucker told United 
Press International "It takes months to 
set one up so that it can have the ma- 
chinerv to screen the risks and make the 
operation sound and profitable " 


The plans control risks in two ways. 


First, doctors and lawyers are screened 
by their own professional societies to de- 
termine If they are proper rusks and re- 
strictive rules are laid down. For ex- 
ample, doctor and an internist, is told 
firmly he cannot suddenly branch into 
specialty for which he hasn't proper 
training and still get malpractice insur- 
ance Lawyers also are screened and giv- 
en certain rules to observe. 


SECOND. THE GROl'P screens all 


malpractice claims filed against mem- 
bers, deciding which claims should be 
.settled out of court and which should be 
firmly resisted by the society, the insur- 
ance company and the doctor or lawyer 
involved 


They also are profit sharing plans. If 


they become profitable, the societies and 
their members can hope for partial pre- 


mium rebates. 


Continental Casualty, a member of the 


CNA Financial Corp. family, pioneered 
the new approach to medical malprac- 
tice insurance with the San Diego County 
Medical Society in California, enrolling 
75 per cent of its members as they were 
screened and became eligible. The plan 
already has saved money and resulted in 
faster settlement of claims and given 
doctors more peace of mind, Tucker 
said.

A young friend of ours bought his first 


house in 1970, after years of scrimping 
and saving. Now. he's unhappy 


Not about the house, mind you. He is 


satisfied with it, and so is his wife. What 
bothers this new homeowner is his mort- 
gage. When he got his FHA-guaranteed 
loan, the rate was 8 per cent. Since then 
it's dropped to 7 


"Do you realize that it is costing me 


almost $16 a month more because my 
interest rate is 8 instead of 7?" he sigh- 
ed "How unlucky can you get?" 


It's hard not to sympathize. The typi- 


cal mortgage has a pay back period that 
averages about 25 years. That's a long 
time to be paying interest at rates that 
may have been at their peaks when you 
took out the loan. 


But lenders are apt to see the other 


side of the story. 


Many are still holding portfolios cram- 


med with loans made some years ago at 
rates of'5 or 5 5 per cent. They are apt to 
think of the higher rates as a necessary 
balancing-out process. 


There are proposals to make it difficult 


for either lender or borrower to be stuck 
with the high side of this equation. All 
are based on some form of what's called 
the variable rate mortgage. 


As its name implies, this is a mortgage 


loan with a rate of interest that rises or 
falls in tune with general money avail- 
ability 


If our friend mentioned in the first 


paragraph had a mortgage with a vari- 
able rate, it would now be declining,

along with rates in general. Those who 
got cheap mortgages years ago would 
have seen their rate gradually rise as 
money tightened in the last few years. 


Variable rate loans do exist, but they 


can hardly be called popular. The rea- 
sons are obvious. Borrowers only favor 
variable rates when they seem certain to 
decline. Lenders are anxious for them 
when rates are low. 


Variable rate mortgages have been 


much talked of in recent times when the 
cost of money shot as high as 9.5 per 
cent in some areas. The fact that bor- 
rowers generally didn't like the idea, 
even when a sliding rate would have no- 
where to go but down, seems to prove its 
unpopularity. 


But without a variable rate agreement, 


the borrower who buys in at peak rates 
has only one way to improve his position 
later. That way is to refinance. 


Refinancing simply means paying off 


the old loan with its high rate, and taking 
out another at a lower one. 


Safeguards set up by the lender make 


this difficult and expensive. There is usu- 
ally a prepayment clause in the contract 
that invokes a penalty if the loan is re- 
tired early. And there are always certain 
charges levied when the new loan is tak- 
en out. 


Added together, these costs tend to eat 


up a lot of the savings to be recouped 
from the lower interest rate. 


If a borrower is stuck with a high rate, 


his best bet may be to simply relax. The 
typical mortgage runs only about eight 
years anyway. By then, the homeowner 
is either transferred, trades up to a large 
house, or has to sell out for some other 
purpose.

Engineering work for the four tele- 


phone companies in the region — con- 
sisting of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and 
Wisconsin — accounted for most of that 
total. 


William L. Opdyke, general manager 


of the region, explained that the center 
acts as a focal point for Bell Telephone 
company orders for central office tele- 
phone installation and modernization, mi- 
crowave tower construction and quality 
control of products.

Deputy Marshal: Man On The Street

"Ynu might say we're a continuation of 


the Matt Dillon type of U S. Marshal," 
commented Bart Schmitt .Jr Chief Depu- 
ty If S Marshal of the Northern District 
of Illinois, "we're the oldest law enforce- 
ment agency in the country." 


United States Deputy Marshals have 


come a long way from chasing outlaws 
on horseback who held up gold-laden 
stagecoaches in the late 1800's and early 
1900's. Now they hang around airports 
watching for ".suspicious-looking charac- 
ters" who may try hijacking a plane 


According to Schmitt the anti-hijack 


program is (he nrwpsl of the L'.S Mar- 
shal's responsibilities. "A deputy mar- 
shal, who is actually the man on the 
stm-t." Schmitt explained, "has a num- 
ber of duties He may be called on to 
.serve a summnrks. a subpeona, writ of 
execution or warrant of seizure — he. in 
fact, enforces nil orders issued by the 
Federal Court." 


A DEPUTY MARSHAL does not wear 


a uniform. He carries a gun at all times 
and can be found at various times in an 
airport, where he works preventing hi- 
jacks, a courtroom, where he protects 
the judge and maintains order, with a 
jury while he keeps them nut of touch 
while they deliberate, or with a prisoner 
he is transporting from one institution to 
another as designated by the U.S. Attor- 
ney General 


The U.S Marshal's office now has 31 


vacancies for deputy marshal's in the 
Chicago area. The positions are open to 
men who are 21 years old and «lder and 
who have had some type of public con- 
tact experience The candidate must also 
meet the stringent physical requirements 
made by the United States Department 
of Justice. 


There is no written test required of the 


job applicants but they must be able to 
obtain authorization to operate govern- 
ment motor vehicles. 


In order to qualify as a candidate for 


the position of U S. Deputy Marshal, ac- 
cording to Miss Kay Collins who is in 
charge of grading applications, a man 
must have four years of work experi- 
ence. 


"TWO OF THE years must be spent in 


general experience," Miss Collins said, 
"which includes the responsibilities of 
the man's dealing effectively with indi- 
viduals or groups of persons." 


The most sought after general experi- 


ence is that of a jail guard who has had 
custody of prisoners, a military police- 
man or a salesman who has been active- 
ly and aggressively out selling and has 
had to deal with people. 


"A candidate must also have two years 


of specialized experience," she contin- 
ued, "and that must be in law enforce- 
ment. Or if the candidate has a college 
degree he can substitute the degree for 
two years of general and one year of spe- 
cialized experience." But he must still 
acquire one more year of experience in 
the law enforcement field. 


Since the notice announcing the need 


for applicants was first posted on March 
8. 200 men have applied for the positions. 


"The returns so fat," Miss Collins 


said, "are running at 20 eligible men for 
every 76 men judged ineligible for one 
reason or another 


"But the returns aren't over," she 


added, "the Justice Department has not 
given us a closing date so we'll wait until 
we have a sufficient number of qualified 
applicants to fill the vacancies."

shal may be called on to seize a vessel 
when it arrives in port — which could be 
at 2 or 3 a.m. When he seizes a vessel it's 
usually because some company has a 
judgment against a particular cargo and 
the court petitioned to arrest the vessel. 
The deputy marshal has got to be there 
as the arresting officer." 


What about the exposure to severe 


weather conditions? "When a main goes 
to make an arrest," Schmitt said, "he 
doesn't know what time he can effect the 
arrest. He may have to wait outside 
someone's house in wind or the snow 
or he may have to stand around some 
desolate spot in the middle of winter 
waiting for someone to show up. 


"He may even have to climb a vessel 


ladder during a sleet storm or transport 
a prisoner by car during a snow storm. 
Our work goes on 365 days a year re- 
gardless of the weather." 


ONCE A CANDIDATE is notified that

If he performs satisfactorily his 
salary may rise to $9,493 and then up to 
$10,470 provided his duties, responsi- 
bilities and improvement also increase. 


According to Schmitt the marshals 


come from a variety of backgrounds. 
"They have either been military police- 
men, deputy sheriff's policemen or have 
had city police experience. Many of them 
decide to become federal employes be- 
cause of the benefits guaranteed by the 
government." 


Schmitt thinks the job attracts the kind 


of man who is looking for a career in law 
enforcement and a man who is interested 
in a variety of work. "Everyone arrested 
on a federal violation conies through our 
office so the man must be prepared for 
the diversity of assignments which are 
part of the Deputy U.S. Marshal's job." 


There are some women deputy mar- 


shals who work as guards for female 
prisoners. Others keep watch on juries 
and fill various courtroom duties but 
they are limited in their roles because 
"they're not strong enough to wrestle 
with an unhappy prisoner."

information. Paholke is proposeing a 
new safe recognition check in which in- 
vestigators describe a safe, the method 
used in its attack, and patterns and 
methods of burglar operation. 


He said agencies using this form could 


then determine in a matter of minutes 
whether a similar burglary had occurred 
in a nearby city. 


"FOR THE MOST part, all safes look 


alike," he said. "They are generally big, 
appear to be very heavy and have com- 
bination locks. But as we examine the 
characteristics of safes, we find they 
may be divided into two classes: the fire 
resistive safe and the money chest. 


"The fire resistive safe is identified by 


its square or rectangular door. These 
units have light steel walls and doors 
that contain heavy insulation. 


"A money chest is identified by its 


round door. It is built with thick steel 
walls and special strong doors. 


"The round door design offers extra re- 


sistance against tools and explosives. 
Once the safe has been identified as fire 
resistive or a money chest, other points 
of recognition would be: the type of cor- 
ners on the safe: the type of corners on 
the door; the type of hinges; the type of 
hinge pins; the type of wheels; the type 
of handle and the type of dial." 


No report form can gather all informa- 


tion or answer all questions. The person 
making out the report must rely some- 
what on his own experience and in- 
telligence. After becoming familiar with 
what constitutes points of recognition, 
the investigator will be able to accurate- 
ly describe a safe, he said.

Carla's father, George Wood, was her 
photographer. 


Wiile most home seamstresses are 


concerned with whipping up fashions of 
the moment, one young seamstress has 
been diligently copying gowns dating as 
far back as 1750. 


She is Carla Wood of Mount Prospect, 


a junior at Forest View High School who 
has created eight authentic old-fashioned 
gowns for a history project. The gowns, 
sewn from appropriate materials and as 
nearly as possible in the authentic meth- 
od of the time, were created by Carla 
over an eight-month period and at a total 
cost of $80. 


The 17-year-old seamstress, daughter 


of Mr. and Mrs. George M. Wood, 121 S. 
Weller Lane, has long been interested in 
costumery and her gowns of yesteryear 
were created from a single pattern and 
from her own experience in pattern mak- 
ing. The costumes also include all the 
"underpinnings." Her sources of histori- 
cal costume data came from a visit to 
the Smithsonian Institute in Washington, 
D.C., and from books on historic cos- 
tumes.

Let's assume that you are Plump Pol- 


ly, or even Fat Franny. constantly faced 
with the "you" math problems of count- 
ing calories 


Pretend now that yju and the kids are 


strolling wide-eyed dovvn that endless ce- 
real aisle at your supermarket. Do you 
stuff your grocery cart, and later you, 
with Post Grape Nuts. Quaker Cap'n 
Crunch or Quaker Puffed Wheat? Like 
any other spineless American mother, 
you probably let the children talk you 
into buying the cereal with the most ap- 
pealing premium.

But dip in a celery stick 
instead of a potato chip — most any 
brand of the latter packs a hefty 150-plus

SOURCE OF ALL THESE FIGURES 


is a Dell paperback book called "The 
Brand-Name Calorie Counter." by Co- 
rlnne Netzer. It gives you the caloric 
content of more than 3,000 brand name 
foods — including most of the snacks, 
packaged items and convenience foods 
that you Just don't find listed in the con- 
ventional calorie counters. 


For instance, no other calorie counter I 


know tells you much about candy bars. 
What dieter ever eats a candy bar? Un- 
fortunately, most of us do. Miss Netzer's 
book gives you five-plus pages listing the 
calories per ounce of different candies. 
And it can be helpful to know that your 
sweet tooth penalizes you only 107 ca- 
lories per ounce if you pick a Snicker, 
whereas a Reese peanut butter cup has 
148 per ounce and a Mason chocolate 
covered mint has 200.

IF YOU'RE A SERIOUS DIETER, 


you'll virtuously resist all the candy list- 
ings and resign yourself to a "wedge of 
crispy lettuce" topped with "tangy diet 
dressing," or any of the other semi-star- 
vation stand-bys so glowingly described 
in conventional diets that are rich only hi 
adjectives. Or you'll live on cottage 
cheese. But most of us most of the time 
lack the will power to settle for cottage 
cheese, even "rich and creamy fresh-as- 
springtime cottage cheese." And 'even 
cottage cheese can fool you: Borden's 
creamed cottage cheese has 120 calories 
per half cup; Sealtest's has 107. 


It figures, then, that you'll find this 


book helpful if you're concerned about 
weight-watching. Even if you're just try- 
ing to hold that line, you'll probably be 
surprised to find that you can save a few 
hundred calories per week with only mi- 
nor changes in your menus.

brands — assuming, that is, that taste,

time to pop a TV dinner in the oven. Do 
you pop in a Banquet fried chicken din- 
ner or a Morton fried chicken dinner? 
The calorie counts, respectively, are 543 
and 435. If you prefer beef, Morton's beef 
TV dinner has 350 calories, but Banquet's 
has 365. 


Or assume your bunch is home for 


lunch. Do you join them in a peanut but- 
ter sandwich, or Spaghetti-0's? A full 
cup of Spaghetti-0's with tomato-cheese 
sauce has only 200 calories. So do two 


slices of Pepperidge Farm white sand- 
wich bread at 64 calories each plus a 
tablespoon of peanut butter 
if, that 


is, your peanut butter is Jif or Big Top at 
72 calories per tablespoon. Skippy and 
Planters peanut butter have 100 calories 
per tablespoon.

Searle Co. Announces 
Neiv Intrauterine Device 


A copper contraceptive that is said to 


approach the birth control pill in effec- 
tiveness probably will be introduced this 
summer by G. D. Searle 4 Co., innovator 
of the pill. 


Known as the Cu-7, the new product is 


considered by Searle to be a break- 
through in intrauterine contraception. It 
is expected to become available through 
physicians this summer, pending eval- 
uation of ongoing clinical studies to con- 
firm the results of earlier research, ac- 
cording to a company announcement 
Tuesday. 


The Cu-7 consists of a small piece of 


flexible plastic in the shape of a 7, with 
copper covering most of the stem. The 
top of the 7 is about one inch in length 
and the stem is about an inch and a half. 
The plastic is only about 1/16 of an inch 
in thickness. 


Although intrauterine devices have 


been available for many years, the 
Searle announcement said, a principal 
disadvantage has been that they are less 
effective than oral contraceptives which 
prevent pregnancy virtually 100 per cent 
of the time. Other disadvantages have 
been expulsion and high removal rate 
due to side effects. 


"Studies have demonstrated that the 


Cu-7 achieve* a pregnancy rate near 


zero, and because of the small size, it 
has a substantially higher continuation 
rate — that is, it can be retained better 
and without discomfort by many more 
women," said Dr. Irwin C. Winter, 
Searle's vice president of medical af- 
fairs. 


He also said that studies show that the 


effect of the Cu-7 is localized in the ut- 
erus, and that the contraceptive action is 
quickly reversible once the copper is re- 
moved. Dr. Waiter said the Cu-7 appears 
to be an effective alternative for women 
who should use a form of contraception 
other than the pill. 


Copper's use as a contraceptive agent 


was the discovery of Dr. Jaime Zipper of 
the University of Chile. He has licensed 
Searle to market the Cu-7 in the United 
States and abroad. It will be available 
only through physicians. 


Dr. Thomas P. Carney, Searle's vice 


president of research and corporate de- 
velopment, said, "We believe the Cu-7 is 
an important medical advance, but we 
have 
always maintained 
that 
con- 


traception should meet individual needs. 
With every method or with no method at 
all, there has to be a weighing of benefits 
and risks. The decision 
should be 


reached by the physician and the 
patient."

HER 1750 GOWN, an American colo- 


nial, is of pale blue muslin lined in white 
with a muslin fichu and white lace cuffs, 
fastening down the front with hooks and 
eyes. A pocket, worn inside, is included 
as an accessory for knitting supplies. 


Young girls of 1750 were mainly small- 


er editions of their mothers, according to 
Carla, both in fashion and activities. 
They were taught at home or at a dame 
school, and then only such things as nee- 
dlework, French, playing the pianoforte 
and perhaps the handling of servants. 
The child may have worn a dark print 
calico with blue muslin petticoat and 
quilted stomacher like the one Carla has 
fashioned. 


Fashion in the United States was dic- 


tated by France, even in the year of 1800, 
reports Carla. French women were 
known to wet their gowns for that clingy, 
naked look, but in America the women 
used a heavy muslin and yards of mate- 
rial to cover their bodies. They also car- 
ried crocheted reticules to substitute for 
the pocket, and the Titus cut was popular 
in hairdos. 


CARLA'S GOWN OF the 1840s is based 


on the wedding dress of Queen Victoria. 
The decollete ball gown has a full skirt 
held out by taffeta petticoats. 


Costumes during this period 
had 


reached a plateau between the huge hats 
and sleeves of the '30s and the huge 
skirts of the '50s and '60s. Dresses were 
tight fitting with pointed bodices and full, 
long skirts. Hair was worn pulled back 
into a tight chignon for day with side 
ringlets for evening. 


Accessories were exquisite — beaded 


reticules, fans, parasols, lacy handker- 
chieves and always gloves. Petticoats, 
pantalets and chemises were decorated 
with fine hand embroidery. Stockings 
were knitted in elaborate patterns, and a 
lady knew how to give short, tantalizing 
glimpses of them to any gentlemen who 
might be near. 


Corsets were a wardrobe staple, and a 


girl began wearing one in her teens so 
she could have a waist her husband 
could span with his two hands. 


BY 1860 THE SEWING machine had 


been invented — electric lights, too — but 
most gowns were still products of skilled 
dressmakers. Fashion still followed the 
dictates of Paris and hooped skirts were 
the "in" thing. For this period Carla 
used a crisp cotton in brown plaid with 
dark brown ribbon trim and an ecru cro- 
cheted collar. The under sleeves, or en- 
gageants, are of white lawn. 


Carla's gown from the 1880s is a child's 


dress of royal blue cotton trimmed with 
blue braid and lined in black. The bodice 
or "basque" is long in front and short in 
back to leave room for the bustle. 


The 1890s marked the beginning of the 


great era of woman's emancipation, and 
fashions were decidedly masculine. After 
the bustle of the 1880s disappeared, fash- 
ion had a new freedom, a sleeker look 
despite sleeves that ballooned into leg 
o'muttons by 1895. 


Corsets were less constrictive and 


"bust improvers" came into vogue. For 
this period Carla chose a wine red poplin 
gown with black soutache braid trim. A 
blouse of white lawn, amply trimmed 
with tucks and lace, and feminine touches 
to the masculine jacket. The skirt, with 
fullness at the back and with slight train, 
shows the aftermath of the bustle. 


AMID MOTOR CARS, telephones, sub- 


ways, airplanes and suffragettes at the 
turn of the century, the sewing machine 
had really come into its own. Most of the 
women did their 
own sewing, but 


dressmakers were still in high demand. 


A black gown of silky material is Car- 


la's choice for 1905. Buttoning up the 
back, the gown is trimmed in lace. An 
antique parasol is an accessory as is a 
purse of tiny steel beads and a silver 
locket. 


Carla, who also weaves, knits, cro- 


chets and embroiders, will model her 
gowns at 1 and 8 p.m. during "A Creat- 
ive Creation" in St. Simon's Episcopal 
Church, 717 Kirchoff Road, Arlington 
Heights. Champagne and tea sandwiches 
will be served.

tage of this new requirement designed to 
keep you better informed as a consumer.

clear for a tot of people Are cigars as 
bad as cigarettes for your lungs? I think 
they smell worse and pollute the air m 
homes and business places 


Dear Rradrr — I don't like them ei- 


ther Some cigars do have a pleasing 
aroma to some people. Others prefer the 
smell at a distance, the more distance 
the better They certainly do pollute the 
air for the nonsrnoker. Cigars are not as 
frequently associated with heart and vas- 
cular disease or lung disease as ciga- 
rettes becasuse cigar smokers do not 
usually inhale Some cigar smokers do 
more chewing than inhaling .The same 
applies to a pipe The statstics on cigar 
smoking and pipe smoking really are not 
as valid since it is difficult to collect as 
many people with this habit than it is 
cigarette smokers 


I do advise the cigarette smoker who is 


hooked and can't quit to switch to cigars 
or a pipe If the person inhales smoke 
fron these, the switch probably won't 
help. Some people get cancer of the lip 
from a pipe 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I was upset con- 


cerning your statement about truck driv- 
ers being "a good example of mobile 
transmitters of the disease." If you are 
50 aware of the rising tide of venereal 
disease in this country, then you should 
be equally aware of the mode of spread- 
ing this and other diseases.

Dear Dr. Lamb. — I have a nephew 


who has trouble having a bowel move- 
ment. My niece had him checked but 
they said there isn't anything wrong. I 
don't think they checked his upper bowls. 
Could there be something wrong with 
them? Even when he is given a laxative 
he strains so hard his face turns red and 
he seems to be in pain. He is about two 
years old. Could you please tell us what 
to do? 


Dear Reader — Bowel problems, like 


feeding problems, can begin at a very 
early age. If the child has had a checkup 
and nothing is wrong his problem must 
be related to his diet and the amount of 
emphasis placed on bowel movements. 
The upper bowel (small bowel) in this 
case would really have no bearing on the 
problem. If the stools are hard and dry, 
then perhaps it would be well to increase 
the bulk in the diet. Not all babies, nor 
adults for that matter, require frequent 
bowel movements. He should be left 
alone and not urged to have a movement 
until he feels the need. A proper diet 
and a less-concerned attitude should 
solve the problem, chemical laxatives 
will not. The bowel can sometimes be 
made a bit more active by increasing the 
amount of fruit and fruit juice in the 
diet.

Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland, U.S. 


Army Chief of Staff, called the reported 
withdrawal a "readjustment of troops." 


But Lt. Col. Tran Van An, an ARVN 


spokesman in Saigon, proved that the 
South Vietnamese now are fully capable 
of handling their own terminology. 


Of the apparent retreat, he said: "We 


are operating in another area and anoth- 
er direction."

Forty years ago the late Walter Wy- 


man wrote an article entitled, "How to 
Tell a Bath Coup from a Bath Tub." 


The classic Bath coup occurs when the 


king is opened and declarer plays small 
from ace-jack-small. If the suit is contin- 
ued declarer collects two tricks instead 
of one. If there is a shift declarer still 
has control of that first suit. 


When today's hand was played in a du- 


plicate game and East opened anything 
but a heart the declarer had no trouble 
making nine tricks. At a few tables West 
led the heart 10. That lead separated the 
sheep from the goats. 


Every declarer covered with dummy's 


jack 
East covered in turn with the 


queen 
If any declarer was 
foolish 


enough to win with the ace he lived to 
regret it. Eventually West would get in 
with the ace of diamonds and lead a sec- 
ond heart, whereupon East would cash 
four heart tricks If any declarer made 
this play, we would have to drop him to 
the foot of our class. 


If South lets East hold that first heart 


trick he will have made a sort of back- 
ward Bath Coup True, the jack has been 
played but the nine spot has taken its 
place as the third best card in the suit. If 
East is foolish enough to continue hearts, 
South will have an extra heart trick.

ponent* would have had trying to corral 
our devastating combination at the guard 
spots. 


Carrying the most sterling credentials 


of any sportswriter created team ever, 
this gaudy group of basketball stars — 
had they attended the same school — 
would have been unstoppable. Their sta- 
tistics attest to this: 


* The tallest team averaging 6-5'2. 
* The most point-producing team with 


nearly 2,600 points. 


* The toughest rebounding front line 


with nearly 900 missed shots pulled 
down. 


* The most error free backcourt with 


each guard turning over the ball just 
once or twice a game. 


Two of the players made the select 


quintet for the second straight year — 


Mersey High School's Junior Standout Andy Pancratz 


John Brodnan of Arlington and Andy 
Pacratz of Mersey. Only six others 
have ever repeated. 


Rounding out this fabulous five are 


Dale Deschamps of Maine East and the 
double trouble boys from Wheeling — 
Roger Wood and Mike Groot. This is the 
third straight year that two players from 
Wheeling have been honored. 


Each of these outstanding athletes 


played a vital part in bringing victories 
to their respective teams. Without their 
help, their teams would have been sorely 
lacking the knockout punch of a winner. 
This was the reason why the Herald 
sports staff picked them. 


JOHN BRODNAN 
Arlington Guard 


John, known as "J.B." by the Arlington 


fans, was the staff's unanimous choice 
for basketball player of the year. 


Few players could go one-on-one with 


John. He was a master in three offensive 
departments — the 20-footer, the dazzling 
drive-in and the free throw. If this 6-2 
playmaker's field goal shooting eye was 
off (and those times were few with a 46.0 
percentage), he'd force foes to foul him 
and then he'd murder them (81.1) from 
the line. 


Because of this offensive variety, John 


finished fourth on the all-time area scor- 
ing list with 1,107 points, second in single 
season scoring with 608 markers, first in 
Mid-Suburban League scoring and led 
the area with 24.3 points per game. Dur- 
ing his two years as a full time starter, 
John had 20 or more points in 34 out of 50 
games and only once dropped below 
double figures. 


John's older brother, Gary, was on the 


first all-area team back in 1963. They are 
the first brother combination to land 
spots on this elite team. 


ANDY PANCRATZ 
Hersey Front Liner 


This first of the big men made this spe- 


cial team as a sophomore last year. No 
other sophomore had ever been that out- 
standing before but no other player did 
so much damage in so many ways as Big 
Andy. 


Although he was the only all-area play- 


er below the 20-point mark in season av- 
rrage (16.7), his defensive play easily 
made up for his 'lack' of scoring. He 
spiked 118 opponent shots over the sea- 
son. 


Andy was the second best rebounder on 


this select team with 13.6 (327) a game. 
He finished with an even 400 points on 
offense and now stands 14th on the all- 
time list with 848. Who knows how many 
points this 6-8 dynamo will drop in before 
he's through. 


The 1971-72 season will see Andy gun- 


ning not only for an unprecedented third 
straight all-area berth but also spots on 
all-state teams throughout the state. 


DALE DESCHAMPS 


Maine East Front Liner 


The West Suburban League had a lot of 


respect for this torrid shooting, tough re- 
hounding forward. Dale dumped in 500 
points to lead the conference in scoring 
and grabbed off 229 rebounds. 


Dale, who stands 6-6'/j, scored from ev- 


ery spot on the court to total his 20.8 
average. However, he was hardly a gun- 
ner for he only averaged 13.8 shots a 
game. When he fired away from either 
the field (56.3 per cent) or the foul line 
(77.8), the opposition paid dearly. 


Maine East's ace has the size and 


quickness to go along with his scoring 
and rebounding which makes him a fine 
college prospect. 


MIKE GROOT 
Wheeling Guard 


When his team needed the clutch out- 


side shot, especially in tournament play, 
Mike was the man to do the job. 


Time after time it was his nifty jumper 


from the 15-to 20-foot range that dulled 
the opposition's rally. 


Mike bad three splendid tournament 


games (25, 24 and 23 points) before being 
held to nine in the finale. However, he 
was slowed with a twisted ankle early in 
the game — the only contest in which he 
dropped below twin figures in scoring. 
Still, it was his outstanding offensive and 
defensive work that helped the Wildcats 
advance as far as they did. 


Mike, who stands 6-0 but plays much 


bigger than that, helped key an aggres- 
sive press which meant many steals for 
Wheeling. He also helped feed Big Roger 
some sparkling assists. This do-it-all se- 
nior will be missed for he averaged 20.8 
a game. 


ROGER WOOD 


Wheeling Front Liner 


The biggest player is reserved for last, 


but he's hardly the least. 


Roger is the tallest player ever to per-

THEY CALL themselves "dog people" 


or "doR lovers " 


The first title conjures up some kind of 


evil combination of half-man, half-dog 
who roams suburban neighborhoods kill- 
ing evergreen shrubbery; while the sec- 
ond is rejected out-of-hand on the James 
Thurber ground that a dog lover is a dog 
who loves another dog. 


But by whatever title they choose to be 


identified, they are really people who 
own and'or appreciate dogs — the first 
not necessarily guaranteeing the second, 
or vice versa. 


And there'll be more of them per 


square foot at the International Am- 
phitheater next weekend than anywhere 
in the world. In fact, both the dog anl 
people population in residence at the In- 
ternational Kennel Club all breed dog 
show is rivaled only by the massive turn- 
out at each annual renewal of the West- 
minster dog "doings" at Madison Square 
Garden in New York City. 


There are two kinds of dog shows, and 


you should know the difference between 
them 


The first kind, and the next kind, is like 


the International, the Wr*tmin*ter, the 
nearby Chain of Lake* Kennel Club show 
In June at Grayilakr. Illinois, and prr- 
hap* a handful of others. These shows 
are put on by clubs or organization!) with 
only one «lm In mind — to provide com- 
petition for the best of the different 
breeds of dog* under absolutely Impar- 
tial iixi professional judges. They want 
to ittrirt ill the dogs they can get — 
•nd. without exception, they want the 
best dogs to win. 


That sounds simple, straightforward 


and honest enough. In fact, it is one of 
those things that seems prefaceable by 
the phrase "it gnes without saying . . " 


But alas, there is another kind of show, 


that is less noble, less straightforward 
and a lot lews worth seeing. That is the 
show that is put on by a kennel club that 
Is designed, scheduled and "judged" to 
give the club's members a maximum 
chance of winning points on dogs that 
would be discards from The Orphans of 
the Storm 


There is nothing worthwhile to be ac- 


complished by going further into this lat- 
ter type show, except to note that there 
still are far too many of them. 


Thr Amphitheater's International show 


this yr«r will host some 3.656 dogs, 
which club secretary Larry Caine notes 
Is a new all-time world's record. But be- 
sides setting records, what such in entry 
dors for the spectator Is assure him an 
opportunity to ire. virtually, every kind 
of dog In existence, many of them doing 
more than just looking beautiful. 


For example, in addition to the con- 


formation show, which proposes to find 
the dog "most typical" of the breed, 
there will be plenty of performance 
events 


Afghan Hounds, Whippets, Irish Wolf- 


hounds and Salukis. the breeds of dogs 
mast noted for speed afoot, will race 
over an Astro Turf course. There will be 
actual indoor field trials for upland game 
dogs, pointers and retrievers, sled dog 
races and a huge obedience trial where 
dogs compete agamst a set of standards 
instead of against each other. 


The races are exciting, the field trials 


rather esoteric But the obedience trials 
appeal to even the youngest or the most 
uniformed observer, because it is the 
obedience dog who. in his capacity for 
behaving so absolutely perfectly under 
the most difficult 
conditions, always 


makes me want to hurry home and dis- 
inherit my children. 


I'ntll yoa'vp watched an obedience 


trill and teen what th««e dogs do. many 
of them willingly, under Incredibly strin- 
gent standards, you cin't really believe 
It. 


But the Big Casino is in the con- 


formation rings, where dogs of each 
breed compete against each other on the 
basis of their bodily perfection, as set 
down by the American Kennel Club. 
Here dogs are competing for points that 
will eventually, their owners hope, earn 
them the coveted title of "Champion." 


You can look askance at the title, as it 


is worn by someone else's dog. I have 
never owned a Champion dog, but I knew 
a guy once whn did. I was impressed. 
That's part of it. 


But there's another very real part of 


being owner of a Champion. That is the 
part that spells $ in capital letters. For 
prospective purchasers of family pets, no 
matter how strongly they swear other- 
wise, are willing to pay quite a lot more 
for a puppy of championship stock . . . 
even though they never intend to show 
the dog. One reason, again, is pride of 
ownership. Another, more important rea- 
son, is that with a championship heri- 
tage, chances are markedly improved 
that the puppy purchaser will have, when 
his puppy is grown, a dog typical of the 
breed: one that he'll be proud to own. 


This is a thought that hunters should 


most definitely consider, too. My first 
bird dog I bought with no papers and no 
credentials 
— and naturally, I paid 


very little for the privilege of owning 
him. A real bargain, I decided. Who 
needs papers? 


As the puppy began to grow, physi- 


cally. I began to worry. He couldn't, for 
example, recognize his own name. (I for- 
get what I named him, but I remember 
what I called him > He could smell a gar- 
bage can a mile away, but he would run 
right over a fresh pheasant wing to get 
away from the sight of a shotgun. When 
he was a year old, he was still working 
10 or 12 feet from me —• behind me, that 
is. apparently waiting for me to flush 
something he liked. In short, a real knot- 
head. 


Anyway, knowing my own training lim- 


itations, my next dog was sired by a 
combination Bench Champion and Field 
Trial Champion His mother was am ex- 
cellent bird dog that I'd hunted with and 
who was also sired by a dual champion I 
still knew nothing about training, but the 
dog was bred right and he knew it all, by 
instinct. 


Dog shows, then, such as the Inter- 


national, are not only fun to attend, but 
considering that somethirtg like 45"« of 
the dogs in the show are already Cham- 
pions, there is the opportunity for you to 
see the best, and talk with the owners 
and breeders. You can find out not only 
what your dog should look like, which 
may not be terribly important to you, but 
you can also find out what each kind of 
dog is like to be around. 


The International, a benched show, re- 


quires that all dogs entered must remain 
in the building for spectators to sec dur- 
ing the entire two-days of judging. So it 
really doesn't matter what time, or what 
day you attend, the dog or dogs you want 
to inspect will be present for you to see. 


Plan to pack the family off for a day 


at the Amphitheater next Saturday or 
Sunday. No matter how uninformed you 
may feel you are about dogs, you'll find 
a day's worth of things to see — some- 
thing is happening all day, both days. 


Afficionados of specific breeds can also 


attend the various special shows on the 
Friday before the International, where 
each breed of dog has its own show. The 
Specialty 
shows are held in various 


showrooms of the Stockyard Inn, adja- 
cent to the Amphitheater. 


The Specialties are operated by special 


breed clubs and almission is usually free 
— there are more than 20 different ones 
for different breeds. The International 
admission is $2 for adults, $1 for kids, 
and you can spend the entire day looking 
at good dogs doing whatever they do 
best.

Strange as it sounds, modern furniture

In nil there are 15 basic polymers used 


in the manufacture of furniture. They 
fait into either the thermoplastic or the 
thrrmoset category. 


Thermoplastics become soft when ex- 


posed to sufficient heat and harden when 
cooled regardless of how often the pro- 
cess is repeated. Thermosets soften when 
initially heated but then go through an 
internal chemical change resulting in 
.idded hardness. Once hardened, they 
cannot be softened again. 


In addition to this Classification, there 


are the polymer fibers. Deep velvets, 


rich brocades, fine fabrics in practically 
every weave are now available in pol- 
ymer fibers. And because there are so 
many variables, all polymer fabrics do 
not perform in exactly the same way. 
Yet these materials share certain char- 
acteristics which make them eminently 
suitable for use in upholstery as well as 
in draperies and carpets. 


Most polymer fibers, for instance, can 


withstand the high temperatures used in 
heat-treating to build in shape retention 
or embossed designs during manufac- 
ture. Abrasion-resistance is another im- 
portant property offered by polymer fab- 
rics. They do not readily show signs of 
surface wear or rubbing. They are also 


resilient.

Proper Points Of Arrangements 


Proper furniture arrangement is im- 


portant in displaying your furnishings to 
the best advantage and also in getting 
the most use out of a room. 


Here are some points to remember: 
—Keep traffic lanes open. Place major 


conversational groupings so that they 
are not disturbed by traffic. It is also 
possible to redirect traffic by re-arrang- 
ing furnishings. 


—Place large pieces close to, and par- 


allel to the wall in order to use the least 
amount of wall space and conform to the 
lines of the room. 


—Arrange furnishings so that each 


room has a center of interest or focal 
point. 


—Group together the pieces that are 


used together, i.e., comfortable chairs 
and sofa for a conversation group; desk 
or table and chair to form work or hobby 
center. 


—Determine the function of a piece by 


its arrangement. For instance, a book- 
case or cabinet finished on both sides 
can become a room divider by its place- 
ment.

Looking for a way to add traditional 


interest and warmth to an otherwise 
modern room?

The great thing about antiques is that 


they need not be costly. Sometimes a trip 
to the attic or basement can turn up a 
work of art, piece of furniture or decora- 
tive object from Grandma's day that will 
add the perfect conversation piece. 


To be officially claimed an antique, an 


item must be at least 100 years oW. How- 
ever later pieces can be just as effective 
as an authentic antique if they are in 
good condition and displayed to the best 
possible advantage. 


Many times a wood piece, such as 


table, chest, bench or commode, will be 
found in fairly good condition. If so, a 
good cleaning with a mild soap, warm 
water and a soft cloth, followed by a 
good waxing, is aU that will be needed to 
bring out the original beauty of the wood 
grain and finish. 


If the piece is too badly scratched, 


scarred or has burns, refinishing may be 
necessary. 


To refinish an item, first wipe with liq- 


uid sander, apply one or two coats of 
undercoat paint, let dry, then paint on 
glazing liquid.

Health Board 
Chairman Powell 
Forced To Resign 


The Schaumburg Township Mental 


Health Board Monday night forced the 
resignation of Dr. Bernard Powell as its 
chairman, citing lack of leadership and 
an overstepping of authority as its rea- 
sons 


The board told Powell he was "lacking 


in leadership," and accused him of "tak- 
ing it upon yourself to not submit things 
we ask you to submit." Mrs. Beverly 
Templeton, who appeared to be spokes- 
man in the issue, said "Your're over- 
stepping your authority." 


The board handed Dr. Powell a letter, 


which members said they would present 
to the town board of auditors should Dr. 
Powell refuse to resign. "Of course, we'd 
give you time to resign for your own rea- 
sons," said Robert Rew, board member. 


DR. POWELL indicated at the meeting 


he would resign. He said Tuesday he had 
consulted town supervisor Vernon Lau- 
bensteln and said he would resign from 
the chairmanship but not from the board. 
Powell was appointed to the chairman- 
ship by the town board. 


Dr. Powell also is the township's repre- 


sentative to and chairman of a four-town- 
ship mental health council. He said Tues- 
day he would leave it to the town board 
to deride whether or not he will remain 
the Schaumburg council representative. 
The council also represents Elk Grove, 
Palatine and Wheeling townships. 


The letter given to Powell was signed 


GOP Appeal Delayed 
By Circuit Court 


A decision on an appeal expected yes- 


terday was delayed as Circuit Court 
Judge Harry Comerford postponed the 
hearing to 2'30 p m Thursday, regarding 
the Hanover Park three-man Republican 
trustee slate's right to appear on the 
April 20 municipal election ballot. 


Judge Comerford has until April 5 to 


render a decision according to attorneys 
for the candidates, Frank Dalla Valle 
Jr , Thomas Evert, and William Rietz. 


Following a Feb. 26 decision of the 


three-member municipal electoral board 
to remove them from the ballot the can- 
didates filed for an appeal. 


The GOP candidates were challenged 


by a resident who said the GOP was not 
an established party in Hanover Park 
and thus should have filed as an indepen- 
dent or new party. 


by five of the six other members of the 
board. These were Mrs. Lois Mallgren, 
Rew, Wally Roginski, Mrs. Templeton 
and Mrs. Connie Schoeld. Not signing 
was James Guthrie. Rew said Guthrie 
had been contacted about the letter, and 
declined to sign it. 


"Dr. Powell has shown a keen interest 


in the needs and problems of mental 
health in the township. Unfortunately, we 
feel that he lacks the temperament, or- 
ganization and administrative ability to 
direct and lead this board to fulfill the 
task to which it was appointed," said the 
letter. 


"DR. POWELL'S INABILITY to com- 


municate and delegate with the under- 
signed members of the township board 
has resulted in dissention, misunder- 
standing, unnecessary problems in com- 
munications. 


"Dr. Powell, we feel, in his enthusiasm 


and desire for a good mental health pro- 
gram for the township, has unfortunately 
overstepped his authority and responsi- 
bility as a member of this board and as 
chairman." 


Attached to the letter was a list of five 


grievances. The main accusations listed 
were failure to provide the board mem- 
bers with materials they requested, over- 
ruling decisions made by a majority of 
the board, and failure to follow board di- 
rections. The materials referred to were 
information on mental health services 
provided by the township, and a copy of 
the council by-laws, which they said Dr. 
Powell has had since before the Feb. 27 
mental health referendum in the four 
townships. 


A specific decision the board said Pow- 


ell overruled was one to hold an open 
meeting to discuss board feeling on the 
referendum. Powell scheduled such a 
meeting with the town board of auditors. 


ON THE THIRD point, the board said 


it had directed Powell to tell the council 
it objected to voting membership by 
agencies who are to be paid by the coun- 
cil, Powell did not do so. 


Other criticisms were that Powell 


failed to prepare agendas, as he was di- 
rected to do by the town board of audi- 
tors, and that he was unable to commu- 
nicate accurately with board members, 
not notifying them of speaking com- 
mitments with local organizations and in- 
accurately reporting telephone conversa- 
tions with individual board members to 
the other board members.

Trustees OK $1,200,000 Revenue Bond For Water, Sewer System 


A $1,200,000 revenue bond issue to fi- 


nance Improvement and extension of 
Hoffman Estates water and sewer sys- 
tem was approved by village trustees 
Monday. 


The expansion program follows nearly 


two years of study and investigation of 
the system and will be completed at no 
increased cost to residents. 


The program has been recommended 


by two consulting firms in addition to 
Ciorba, Spies and Gustavson, village en- 
gineers. 


In 1969, the village contracted for an 


independent water system study which 
was completed by Alvord, Burdick & 


Hausen and further consultation work 
was undertaken by Greeley and Hanson, 
another consulting firm. 


These investigations took place while 


the village was negotiating with Multi- 
con, Inc., Kaufman & Broad, Inc. and 
Peter Robin Corp., three major devel- 
opers with construction now in progress 
in the village. 


IN PRE-ANNEXAT1ON 
agreements 


these developers have agreed to share 
costs of the improvement and have 
guaranteed that through water revenues 
produced by their developments, the is- 
sue will be repaid. 


Commenting on the issue, Mayor Fred- 


erick E. Downey explained that the sys- 
tem expansion has been under study for 
some time and will not only provide im- 
proved service for residents but will also 
make available additional storage facil- 
ities needed by the fire protection dis- 
trict. 


"This should be reflected in an im- 


proved rating and the eventual lowering 
of fire insurance rates," Downey said. 


The expansion will provide a four mil- 


lion gallon ground level distribution stor- 
age reservoir which will connect with the 
existing 900,000 gallon storage reservoir. 


According to Village Atty. Edward Ho- 


fert, this will allow immediate com- 
pensation should the smaller storage unit 
be depleted. 


Other improvements will include water 


feeder mains, well houses, well sites, 
wells, pumping equipment and water 
main connections together with the re- 
quired connection controls and the other 
materials needed to make the extensions 
an integral part of the existing water 
system. 


IN ADDITION the developers have 


pledged cash contributions of $121,500 
over and above the issue. 


The village is being assisted in market- 


ing the issue by Paul D. Speers & Associ- 
ates, municipal finance consultants, and 
the sale will be held at their offices at 1 
p.m. April 7. 


Downey announced that the village 


board will hold a special meeting at 9:45 
p.m. April 7 to award the sale of the 
issue to the lowest bidder. 


Terms of the agreement bind the issue 


to a maximum of 7 per cent interest, al- 
though Hofert indicated that the ex- 
pected rate would be lower. 


The issue will be retired from 1973 


through 1998.

"IT IS THE obligation of the prose- 


cutors to meet and confer with the chief 
of police and members of the police de- 
partment on their respective court dates 
for purposes of reviewing the facts and 
circumstances

cases," the report explained. 


It also explained that when court con- 


venes, defendants appearing and plead- 
ing guilty are normally called first and 
said it is the obligation of the prosecutors 
to determine from inquiries directed to 
the arresting officer whether there are 
any circumstances that should be consid- 
ered by the judge in determining penal- 
ties. 


Next on the court agenda are cases of 


those defendants who have asked that 
their cases be continued. It is the obliga- 
tion of the prosecutors to either indicate 
that the village has no objection or to 
contest the continuance request. 


The innocent pleas usually come next 


and require the prosecutor to interrogate 
the police officer and present the vil- 
lage's side to the court, the report contin- 
ued. 


Following cross-examination of the de- 


fendant, the officer or officers involved 
are questioned and subsequent reexam- 
ination of calling of additional witnesses 
after which the prosecutor may present 
closing arguments in support of his con- 
tention. 


THE REPORT indicated that the two 


prosecutors have spent 50 hours each 
during the past year but, since January 
1970, this time has been doubled "due to 
additional work load and to aid in the 
scheduling of police officers court time." 


Kelley has been prosecutor in the vil- 


lage for many years and was retained in 
that post when the present Republican 
village administration took over in 1969. 


Hamill, a former resident of Hoffman 


Estates, was apponted prosecutor to 
work in addition to Kelley at that time. 


The appointment of both by the present 


administration has been a source of in- 
ternal controversy since Kelley is a 
prominent Democrat and Hamill no long- 
er lives in the village.

there is a social question transportation 
plans must answer. 


Improved transportation for minorities 


to and from homes and employment, in- 
creased job opportunities, and improved 
housing for low-income groups, all will 
be scrutinized by federal officials ap- 
praising applications, Rockwell said. 


The municipality will also have to fi- 


nance one-third of the cost on its own, 
and demonstrate its capacity to do so, he 
added. 


Any revenue bonds purchases toward 


improving commuter facilities, as being 
considered in Des Plaines, are not con- 
sidered part of money municipalities will 
have to raise before receiving a federal 
grant. 


For example, if Des Plaines were to 


plan a $900,000 expansion and purchased 
$300,000 in revenue bonds, the federal 
government would grant only two-thirds 
of the remaining $600,000 to be paid. 


DES PLAINES, through other sources, 


would still have to come up with one- 
third of $600,000. 


The UTMA restriction 
on revenue 


bonds creates a vicious downward circle. 
The alternative is to come up with mon- 
ey from MFT funds as did Palatine; use 
general municipal fund money scarce in 
most suburban communities; or go to 
referendum as did Chicago on its new 
subway issue. 


Another way of securing federal money 


had been proposed by Thomas Ploss of 
the Milwaukee Road Railroad. 


Ploss in his "Project Transi-plan" is 


working to unify commuter communities 
served by the Milwaukee Road into a 
mass transit district. 


THE DISTRICT WILL have taxing 


power it would not use, Ploss said. The 


railroad will come up with the matching 
funds needed to get a federal grant and 
the commuters from participating vil- 
lages would benefit, he added.

A 36-year-old Chicago man who plead- 


ed guilty to the armed robbery of the

has been sentenced to seven years in 
jail 


James "Duke" Basile entered the guil- 


ty plea March 17 in Federal District 
Court. He was sentenced the same day. 


Basile, who robbed the bank of $2,338, 


was indicted by a federal grand jury in 
January in connection with the robbery 


In the 1967 robbery, Basile posed as a 


repairman to gain entrance to the old 
drive-in area of the bank. 


WHEELING POLICE said Basile and 


accomplices had hoped to get a much 
larger sum of money but the plan had 
been foiled by* late delivery 


Basile carried a small tool kit into the 


drive-in window area and forced the 
drive-in cashier to fill it with money 
while he held a small automatic pistol on 
her 


The teller told police Basile said, 


"Give me the money I don't want to 
hurt anybody . . Don't push any buttons 
or ring any bells " 


Police canvassed the Northwest Sub- 


urbs for a getaway car following the rob- 
bery with no success. Basile was ar- 
rested in 1968 for the robbery following 
an investigation by FBI agents. 


Basile was identified by federal agents 


as a former member of a robbery ring 
headed by crime syndicate figure Wil- 
liam (Potatoes) Daddano. 


BASILE ALSO pleaded guilty last 


week to the 1966 robbery of a Chicago 
savings and loan association 


Another man, James Fiormanti, had 


been serving a prison term for that rob- 
bery. Hearings are being held this week 
by the Illinois Pardon and Parole Board 
to consider Fiormanti's release 


The two men resemble each other and 


Fiormanti maintains that his conviction 
for the robbery was a result of mis- 
taken identity 


Basile was originally arrested for the 


Wheeling Bank robbery in 1968 and re- 
leased on $10,000 bond He was arrested 
again in January in connection with thr 
Chicago robbery

Better Methods 


Of Cooperation 


Wheeling officials and Cook County 


Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Alex 
Seith discussed methods of increased co- 
operation between the village and the 
county at a committee meeting Monday 
night. 


Seith, who had asked to meet with the 


Wheeling officials, explained he thought 
Cook County "ought to bend over back- 
wards to work with the village" and that 
to do so the county zoning board "needs 
a better idea of what your thinking is." 


Ironically, the day after the meeting, 


Wheeling officials discovered that the 
county had rezoned a piece of property 
near the village without their knowledge. 
The village had planned to object to the 
action. 


SEITH TOLD the Wheeling officials 


that village problems with county zon- 
ing hearing procedures might be solved 
by use of a seldom used deposition proce- 
.dure in which the village could cross-ex- 
amine zoning hearing witnesses before 
the actual hearing. 


But Seith said that the zoning board 


might be willing to consider other proce- 
dures to facilitate the village objections 
if the deposition procedure was not satis- 
factory. 


Seith explained to the Wheeling offi- 


cials that the county zoning board is anx- 
ious for opposition to proposed zoning 


changes. He explained that if the zoning 
board refuses a rezoning request, without 
outside opposition, the developer is usu- 
ally successful in having the county deci- 
sion overruled in court. 


Seith told the Wheeling officials that he 


had asked State Rep. Eugene Schlick- 
man, (R-Arlington Heights) to include a 
provision in the proposed legislation rec- 
ommended by Schlickman's State Zoning 
Laws Study Commission. The provision 
would allow the county to adopt a vil- 
lage's official comprehensive plan as the 
county's own plan for the same area, he 
said. 


SEITH 
EXPLAINED that 
if 
the 


Schlickman legislation passes the county 
will have to have a comprehensive plan. 


Seith said that if the county could 


adopt the Wheeling plan as its own for 
the Wheeling area, it would have a much 
stronger footing to use the Wheeling plan 
as the basis for refusing a rezoning 
request than it does now. 


Seith said he could understand that it 


was expensive for the village to bring in 
witnesses to fight each rezoning case it 
opposes. He said that if the county could 
adopt the village's official plan as its 
own that the plan could serve as the vil- 
lage's evidence in cases. 


"It would give us something to weigh 


against the developer in court," Seith 
said. 


Wheeling officials told Seith that more 


stringent building regulations In the 
county would help solve the village-coun- 
ty problems. 


TRUSTEE ROGER STRICKER told 


Seith about Wheeling's problems with the 
county approving developments after the 
developer has been refused zoning to 
build a similar development in Wheeling. 


Strieker asked Seith what could be 


done about the problem of developers 
disannexing from the village and getting 
whatever zoning they ask for in the coun- 
ty. Strieker pointed out that the village 
has a comprehensive plan on file with 
the county. 


"We have a plan but nobody ever fol- 


lows it. We try to plan an area, but if we 
try to follow our official map a developer 
will disannex and get the zoning he 
wants anyway from the county," Striek- 
er said. 


Trustee Michael Valenza criticized the 


county for not enforcing public land use 
school and park site designations on the 
Wheeling official map. 


SEITH SAID that if a developer is 


seeking rezoning from one kind of apart- 
ment zoning to another as in the ar«a 
south of Pal-Waukee airport, there is 
little the zoning board can do to control 


public land use sites. 


Seith agreed with comments by Striek- 


er and by Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
that stronger county building specifica- 
tions might end the enticement for devel- 
opers to build in the county rather than 
in the municipalities. 


Village Attorney Paul Hamer said that 


a statewide building code is being consid- 
ered by the state legislature. 


Hamer told the Wheeling officials that 


an updating of the village's future land 
use map would be helpful in testimony at 
county zoning board hearings. 


In response to a question from Scanlon, 


Seith said he did not see the county forc- 
ing annexation of all unincorporated 
areas by neighboring municipalities. 


Hamer told the county zoning board 


chairman that the village di>esn't receive 
in time to use depositions as a means of 
opposing rezonings. 


HE ASKED Seith if it would be pos- 


sible to continue county zoising hearings 
to a date certain for a decision so that 
"the village can prepare its case after 
hearing the specifics of the developers 
proposal." 


Seith said he would like to see such 


continuances "if its not abused." He said 
if it could be written into the zoning 
board rules to avoid needless continu- 
ances, he would favor it.

A petition to incorporate the City of 


Prospect Heights will be reviewed this 
morning in the Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


The hearing will be held before Judge 


Harry Cumerford at 10 a.m. in Room 
1703 in the Chicago Civic Center. 


The petition was filed by the leaders of 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ci.ition, which represented 
the "old 


town" area west of Wolf Road. 


The petition calls for incorporation of 


an area less than four square miles. It 
includes open farm land north of Pala- 
tine Road in unincorporated Arlington 
Heights in addition to a portion of the 
Pal-Waukee Airport and apartment de- 
velopments north of Old Willow Road in 
unincorporated 
Wheeling. The "old 


town" area of Prospect Heights, that 
part of the community west of Wolf 
Road, comprises most of the proposed 
city. 


OBJECTOINS to the incorporation pro- 


posal have been filed with the court by 
the villages of Arlington Heights and 
Wheeling, the River Trails Park District, 
a group of residents in the Euclid-Lake 
Homeowners Association and 16 farmers 
in unincorporated Arlington Heights. 


The park district and the two groups of 


residents are objecting because they 
want their area excluded from the 
boundaries of the proposed city. The 
farm land alone totals 275 acres. 


The two villages claim they should 


have been consulted on the incorporation 
because the proposed city lies within a 
mile of their boundaries. However, Don 
Kreger, attorney for the incorporation 
petitioners, claims the statutes do not re- 
quire that they secure the consent of sur- 
rounding municipalities.

on knowledge that emergency removal of 
the product might soon be required, St. 
Alexius Hospital officials met all day 
Monday with the three competitive com- 
panies of Abbott. Officials announced a 
switch to a product made by Baxter Lab- 
oratories, yesterday morning 


The change was effective immediately 


according to a spokesman at the hospi- 


tal. 


She said that the hospital had no in- 


cidents of illness or death caused by the 
Abbott solution, although 350 cases of 
blood poisoning and nine deaths were re- 
ported among 4,000 hospitals using the 
product. 


These hospitals had been warned two 


weeks ago when the possible con- 
tamination was disclosed. The Public 
Health Service's Center of Diseases Con- 
trol urged a ban of the product at that 
time. 


A warning was chosen instead because 


FDA officials were uncertain about the 
extent of the problem and the ability of 
other manufacturers to supply substitute 
solutions quickly, an FDA official said. 


The infections are believed to have 


come from germs in the products bottle 
caps, according to the local hospital 
spokesman. 


Shipments of the Abbott intravenous 


solutions which might have been in- 
volved with the infections have been sus- 
pended.

He cited lack of space for individual 


study and a general decline in grades as 
two problems which have come up this 
year "We know a tot more about modu- 
lar scheduling now than we did a year 
ago.

Parents in the audience agreed with

part of education. He said teacher-stu- 
dent contact outside of class has in- 
creased as the year progressed. 


"I look at modular scheduling as being 


a turn around a corner. You try to get 
everyone and all facets to make it 
around the corner at the same time, but 
not all have. We have some areas which 
are way around the corner, others which 
are just now beginning to turn. This con- 
versionary process, as I call it, is still 
going on," Shirley said. 


Board members questioned how much 


is actually being learned this year under 
modular scheduling as compared with 
last year under more traditional tech- 
niques' "Prentas are telling me we can't 
allow this program to go on next year 
because their children aren't learning 
enough," Arthur Aronson said. 


Shirley admitted some teachers have 


said they will not cover as much course 
material as they did last year: "But then 
we have some who say they are covering 
more material under modular sched- 
uling." 


Results of three surveys given to 


teachers, students and parents have been 
given to board members as part of an 
evaluation of modular scheduling after 
one year of operation. 


Generally, teachers agree modular 


scheduling requires more preparation 
time. Two-thirds say they have had more 
one-to-one contact with students this 
year. Of the 141 staff members who re- 
sponded to the survey, 76 per cent said 
they would rather teach in a modular 
scheduled school and 73 per cent said 
they would like to continue the present 
Wheeling program. 


S t u d e n t s indicated more resource 


rooms for study should be available, 
though one-half said they were able to 
finish homework assignments during 
school One-third said they have partici- 
pated in more extra-curricular activities 
this year than they did last year. 2,191 of 
2,687 students responded to the survey. 


All parents received a questionaire. 


Of the 35 per cent responding, most 
agreed students have too much unsche- 
duled time, too little discipline and not 
enough teacher contact. 


"We have found that more students are 


taking advantage of more class offer- 
ings," Shirley said. About 85 per cent of 
the students are taking five or more aca- 
demic courses, he said.

Inspect Home For Code Violations

Buffalo Grove village engineers have 


reinspected a home in the Cook County 
Strathmore section and are determining 
if building code violations still exist, two 
years after the corrections were sup- 
posed to have been made. 


According to village building inspector, 


William Dettmer, the violations have not 
been corrected in the home of William 
Biagioli, 856 Country Ln., despite a letter 
dated June of 1969 from Village Pres. 
Donald Thompson stating that all of the 
violations have been corrected. 


Dettmer said he first became aware of 


a problem last January when Biagioli no- 
tified Dettmer that his home was cold. 
Dettmer inspected the home the next 
day, determined the violations existed 
and reported them to village officials 


"MR. BIAGIOLI has legitimate com- 


plaints," Dettmer told the Herald yester- 
day. 


The complaints center around floor 


supports in the utility area and the den, 
a crack in the foundation, and the 
amount of insulation in the attic. Biagioli 
also has a problem with the heating sys- 
tem On cold days, he claims be cannot 
heat his house to the minimum 72 de- 
grees required in the village building 
code. He also has a number of other 
complaints. 


After reporting the violations, Dettmer 


said he was told by Thompson to drop 
the issue, because of the 1969 letter sent 
by Thompson, as village president, which 
stated that the home met all quali- 
fications. 


Thompson said yesterday that he be- 


lieves the problems have been corrected 
and is satisfied with the measures taken 
by Levitt and Sons, the builder of the 


home. 


BIAGIOLI SUBMITTED a letter to 


Thompson yesterday requesting that the 
problems in his home be corrected im- 
mediately or that the village force Levitt 
to halt all present new construction in 
the village. 


Biagioli also met with Dettmer earlier 


in the morning. Dettmer informed him 
that he was not authorized to make any 
more inspections Biagioli then offered to 
tour his home with a Herald reporter 


When he arrived home, Biagioli re- 


ceived a call from Dettmer stating that a 
representative from Hattis and Associ- 
ates, village engineers, would be out to 
inspect his home. The inpesction was 
made shortly before noon yesterday. Bia- 
gioli, Dettmer and a Herald reporter, ac- 
companied the engineer on the in- 
spection. 


During the inspection, the engineer 


took nearly two pages of notes, touring 
the house and the crawl space He noted 
that some corrective work had been 
done, but indicated that he was not 
totally pleased with it 


At one pomt in the inspection, when 


Biagioli pointed out some corrective 
work that had been done, the engineer 
stopped him saying, "I'm still trying to 
figure this one out," referring to another 
orace that had been installed in the 
crawl space. 


THE ENGINEER said he would study 


his findings and report back "as soon as 
possible." 


In 1969 corrective work was performed 


on a number of homes in Strathmore. 
The work was designed to correct prob- 
lems found when the homes were built. 
Some of that work was inspected by the 
engineer yesterday at the Biagiolo resi- 
dence.

Head Discuss 


Better Methods 


Of Cooperation 


Wheeling officials and Cook County 


Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Alex 
Seith discussed methods of increased co- 
operation between the village and the 
county at a committee meeting Monday 
night. 


Seith, who had asked to meet with the 


Wheeling officials, explained he thought 
Cook County "ought to bend over back- 
wards to work with the village" and that 
to do so the county zoning board "needs 
a better idea of what your thinking is." 


Ironically, the day after the meeting, 


Wheeling officials discovered that the 
county had rezoned a piece of property 
near the village without their knowledge. 
The village had planned to object to the 
action. 


SEITH TOLD the Wheeling officials 


that village problems with county zon- 
ing hearing procedures might be solved 
by use of a seldom used deposition proce- 
dure in which the village could cross-ex- 
amine zoning hearing witnesses before 
the actual hearing. 


But Seith said that the zoning board 


might be willing to consider other proce- 
dures to facilitate the village objections 
if the deposition procedure was not satis- 
factory. 


Seith explained to the Wheeling offi- 


cials that the county zoning board is anx- 
ious for opposition to proposed zoning 


changes. He explained that if the zoning 
board refuses a rezoning request, without 
outside opposition, the developer is usu- 
ally successful in having the county deci- 
sion overruled in court. 


Seith told the Wheeling officials that he 


had asked State Rep. Eugene Schlick- 
man, (R-Arlington Heights) to include a 
provision in the proposed legislation rec- 
ommended by Schlickman's State Zoning 
Laws Study Commission. The provision 
would allow the county to adopt a vil- 
lage's official comprehensive plan as the 
county's own plan for the same area, he 
said. 


SEITH 
EXPLAINED that if 
the 


Schlickman legislation passes the county 
will have to have a comprehensive plan. 


Seith said that if the county could 


adopt the Wheeling plan as its own for 
the Wheeling area, it would 'have a much 
stronger footing to use the Wheeling plan 
as the basis for refusing a rezoning 
request than it does now. 


Seith said he could understand that it 


was expensive for the village to bring hi 
witnesses to fight each rezoning case it 
opposes. He said that if the county could 
adopt the village's official plan as its 
own that the plan could serve as the vil- 
lage's evidence in cases. 


"It would give us something to weigh 


against the developer in court," Seith 
said. 


Wheeling officials told Seith that more 


stringent building regulations in the 
county would help solve the village-coun- 
ty problems. 


TRUSTEE ROGER STR1CKER told 


Seith about Wheeling's problems with the 
county approving developments after the 
developer has been refused zoning to 
build a similar development in Wheeling. 


Strieker asked Seith what could be 


done about die problem of developers 
disannexing from the village and getting 
whatever zoning they ask for in the coun- 
ty. Strieker pointed out that the village 
has a comprehensive plan on file with 
the county. 


"We have a plan but nobody ever fol- 


lows it. We try to plan an area, but if we 
try to follow our official map a developer 
will disannex and get the zoning he 
wants anyway from the county," Striek- 
er said. 


Trustee Michael Valenza criticized the 


county for not enforcing public land use 
school and park site designations on the 
Wheeling official map. 


SEITH SAID that if a developer is 


seeking rezoning from one kind of apart- 
ment zoning to another as in the am 
south of Pal-Waukee airport, there is 
little the zoning board can do to control 


public land use sites. 


Seith agreed with comments by Striek- 


er and by Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
that stronger county building specifica- 
tions might end the enticement for devel- 
opers to build in the county rather than 
in the municipalities. 


Village Attorney Paul Hamer said that 


a statewide building code is being consid- 
ered by the state legislature. 


Hamer told the Wheeling officials that 


an updating of the village's future land 
use map would be helpful in testimony at 
county zoning board hearings. 


In response to a question from Scanlon, 


Seith said he did not see the county forc- 
ing annexation of all 
unincorporated 


areas by neighboring municipalities. 


Hamer told the county zoning board 


chairman that the village doesn't receive 
in time to use depositions as a means of 
opposing rezonings. 


HE ASKED Seith if it would be pos- 


sible to continue county zoning hearings 
to a date certain for a decision so that 
"the village can prepare its case after 
hearing the specifics of the developers 
proposal." 


Seith said he would like to see such 


continuances "if its not abused." He said 
if it could be written into the zoning 
board rules to avoid needless continu- 
ances, he would favor it.

The petition calls for incorporation of 


an area less than four square miles. It 
includes open farm land north of Pala-

BOLI Assessment Project Opposed 


The public's reaction to the Board of 


Local Improvement's (BOLI'S) presenta- 
tion, Monday night, of a special assess- 
ment project to upgrade Colfax Street 
was almost unanimous opposition. 


Homeowners, apartment building man- 


agers and owners of industrial property 
on west Colfax took turns expressing that 
opposition to the board's proposed $1.3 
million plan. 


Colfax will be widened to four lanes, 


between Smith Street and Quentin Road, 
36 new street lights will be erected, side- 
walks will be installed, and storm swers 
will be laid, according to the plan. 


About 40 per cent of the project will 


be paid for by the public at large with 
village general revenue funds or state 
Motor Fuel Tax funds, according to Ken- 
neth 0. Stonesifer, BOLI attorney. 


The other 60 per cent will be paid for 


by some 71 assessees at a rate of about 
$137 per foot for paving and sewers, and 
in some cases, an additional $29 per foot 
for a separate sewer which will run from 
Colfax to Salt Creek. 


Asked why the state will not pay for 


part of the construction costs, Village 
Mgr. Berton G. Braun said Colfax Is the 
old Northwest Highway and used to be 
on the state's roadway map, but is no 
longer considered for Illinois construc- 
tion funds by state officials. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS said Colfax will 


be widened to accommodate projected 
increases in traffic volume in the future. 
Now, about 5,000 cars travel Colfax 
daily. 


The new train depot, post office and 


YMCA will also be accessible from Col- 
fax within the next couple of years, and 
add to that volume. 


Still, residents did not feel there was 


any need to reconstruct the street. Al 
Puktzta, owner of the A and A Body 
Shop and 550 W. Colfax, said, "I've been 
out there for 9 years and cannot see the 
need for widening, sidewalks or lighting. 
This is an industrial area and we just 
don't need It." 


Among the homeowners who protested 


were Mr. and Mrs. Larry Moore of North 
Smith Street, who said they took great 
pains to find an area where such im- 
provements were not necessary and will 
now be assessed for the tail end of the 
Colfax Street project which includes the 
Smith Street intersection. 


They also presented a petition bearing 


their names and others to the board. 


Donald Pagent, a co-owner of industri- 


al property at 1517 W. Colfax said, he 
too was against the project. "I'm totally 


opposed to it. It is a detriment to us be- 
cause it will bring in more traffic and 
cause more problems," he said. 


SEVERAL HOMEOWNERS said the 


general public benefit of such a project 
would be greater than what the board 
estimated would warrant bearing 40 per 
cent of the cost.

In an Illinois Supreme Court ruling 


mntlp last year the word "obscene" was 
drfined as, "Whether, to the average 
pprion applying contemporary commu- 
nity standards, the dominant theme of 
thr material taken as a whole appeals to 
tho prurient interest " 


Thit definition however leaves quite a 


bit of room for tnterpretatiton, such as 
what pxartly is a community standard, 
and what point does an interest become 
prurient

Drive-in serves, that want to see the 53's 
movies The number of cars at the drive- 
in each weekend shows this, and the 
owners appeal directly to this market. 


A group of Palatine mothers look at 


the situation from a moral viewpoint, ar- 
guing that because people passing by the 
drive-in in cars can catch an "obscene" 
glimpse of what's happening on screen, 
the types of movies shown there should 
be banned 


Legally, the Village of Palatine has no

What Crane can do about the movies 


shown at the 53 is uncertain For all the 
Palatine mothers who started the peti- 
tion know, Crane may interpret the word 
"obscene" differently than they do 


W h a t material appeals 
to one's 


prurient interest is largely an individual 
concern and is difficult to dictate through 
a law or a Supreme Court decision

may be acceptable to another.

many rungs of rope on the Cargo Net, an 
innovative instructional implement for 
kindergarten through sixth grade physi- 
cal education students. 


Brought to the school at the beginning 


of the second semester, the net is an in- 
structional improvement project of Dist. 
15, the first physical education project to 
be established with special funds through 
the district's instructional improvement 
program. Use of the Cargo Net in the 
physical education curriculum will be 
evaluated after the end of the year for its 
effectiveness in instruction. 


The net hangs 14 feet by 14 feet in di- 


mension, filled 
with 10 by 
12-inch, 


squares It's through these squares the 
students twist and pull their bodies in 
their climb to the top. 


SECTIONS OF THE net are painted in 


various bright colors which serve as a 
code for instruction to different grade 
levels Red ropes can mean a safe height 
for a sixth grader but a little unsafe for 
a third grader 


Climbing the ropes of the net not only 


develops the upper body strength and 
coordination of students, but also pro- 
vides a creative outlet for a child's cu- 
riosity and need for exploration. Accord- 
ing to Miss Lois Dohra, Dist 15 physical 
education department chairman, uses of 
the net are unlimited 


Once a child begins to climb on the 


net, how he gets from one level of rope 
to another turns into an individually 
created system Some students grab on 
to horizontal ropes for leverage. Others 
grab vertical bars. Some students climb 
up one side and down another. Others 
twist in and out of the squares as they 
ascend and descend 


Physical education programs rarely in- 


clude facilities which provide for devel- 


opment of the upper body strength of ele- 
mentary school students, Miss Dohra 
said The Cargo Net more than supplies 
this function, helping to round off the 
physical education curriculum for a total 
program. 


BESIDES THE Cargo Net, Pleasant 


Hill also offers the students a set of fly- 


ing rings from which they hang, swing or 
perform acrobatics. These rings are also 
good for upper body strength devel- 
opment, Miss Dohra explained, although 
they often provide the more energetic 
students with a few blisters. These, how- 
ever, are only typical hazards that 
should be expected from a strong physi- 


cal education program. 


Right now, Pleasant Hill is the only 


school in Dist 15 with a Cargo Net and 
flying rings Depending on their success 
after 
evaluation, 
students 
in 
other 


schools may soon have the opportunity to 
climb and swing in gym class instead of 
just playing basketball.

Prior to notice of the ban, and based 


on knowledge that emergency removal of 
the product might soon be required, St. 
Alexius Hospital officials met all day 
Monday with the three competitive com- 
panies of Abbott. Officials announced a 
switch to a product made by Baxter Lab- 
oratories, yesterday morning. 


The change was effective immediately 


according to a spokesman at the hospi- 
tal. 


She said that the hospital had no in- 


cidents of illness or death caused by the 
Abbott solution, although 350 cases of 
blood poisoning and nine deaths were re- 
ported among 4,000 hospitals using the 
product. 


These hospitals had been warned two 


weeks 
ago when the possible con- 


tamination was disclosed. The Public 
Health Service's Center of Diseases Con- 
trol urged a ban of the product at that 
time. 


A warning was chosen instead because 


FDA officials were uncertain about the 
extent of the problem and the ability of 
other manufacturers to supply substitute 
solutions quickly, an FDA official said. 


The infections are believed to have 


come from germs in the products bottle 
caps, according to the local hospital 
spokesman. 


Shipments of the Abbott intravenous 


solutions which might have been in- 
volved with the infections have been sus- 
pended.

A $2 million apartment complex con- 


struction is planned next month on seven 
acres of land on the southwest corner of 
West Frontage Road near Kirchoff Road 
in Rolling Meadows 


The owner of the apartment complex, to 


be called Brookwood Apartments, On- 
tario Contracting and Service Co, has 
applied for a building permit, and the 
firm's president, Irving Lazarus said 
"hopefully we can get the permit and 
start building in about thirty days " 


Rolling Meadows annexed the seven 


acres of land to the city last October and 
the development was approved by the 
city council 


The apartment complex will have 122 


apartments in two buildings The three 
story apartment buildings will consist of 
one, two, and three bedroom units. Sev- 
enty-six of them are planned as two-bed- 
room. Six would be three-bedroom, with 
40 planned as one-bedroom apartments 


Lazarus said the rent schedule will be 


$200 a month for a single bedroom, $260 a 
month for two-bedroom apartments and 
$325 a month for three-bedroom units. Of 
ficials said they felt the apartments are 
in the "luxury" category because of the 
rental rates.

innovative instructional implement for 
kindergarten through sixth grade physi- 
cal education students. 


Brought to the school at the beginning 


of the second semester, the net is an in- 
structional improvement project of Dist. 
15, the first physical education project to 
be established with special funds through 
the district's instructional 
improvement 


program. Use of the Cargo Net in the 
physical education curriculum will be 
evaluated after the end of the year for Its 
effectiveness in instruction. 


The net hangs 14 feet by 14 feet in di- 


mension, 
filled 
with 10 by 
12-inch, 


squares It's through these squares the 
students twist and pull their bodies in 
their climb to the top. 


SECTIONS OF THE net are painted in 


various bright colors which serve as a 
code for instruction to different grade 
levels. Red ropes can mean a safe height 
for a sixth grader but a little unsafe for 
a third grader. 


Climbing the ropes of the net not only 


develops the upper body strength and 
coordination of students, but also pro- 
vides a creative outlet for a child's cu- 
riosity and need for exploration. Accord- 
ing to Miss Lois Dohra, Dist. 15 physical 
education department chairman, uses of 
the net are unlimited. 


Once a child begins to climb on the 


net, how he gets from one level of rope 
to another turns into an individually 
created system. Some students grab on 
to horizontal ropes for leverage. Others 
grab vertical bars. Some students climb 
up one side and down another. Others 
twist in and out of the squares as they 
ascend and descend. 


Physical education programs rarely in- 


clude facilities which provide for devel- 


opment of the upper body strength of ele- 
mentary school students, Miss Dohra 
said. The Cargo Net more than supplies 
this function, helping to round off the 
physical education curriculum for a total 
program 


BESIDES THE Cargo Net, Pleasant 


Hill also offers the students a set of fly- 


ing rings from which they hang, swing or 
perform acrobatics. These rings are also 
good for upper body strength devel- 
opment, Miss Dohra explained, although 
they often provide the more energetic 
students with a few blisters. These, how- 
ever, are only typical hazards that 
should be expected from a strong physi- 


cal education program 


Right now, Pleasant Hill is the only 


school in Dist 15 with a Cargo Net and 
flying rings. Depending on their success 
after 
evaluation, students 
in 
other 


schools may soon have the opportunity to 
climb and swing in gym class instead of 
just playing basketball. 


Intravenous Solution Use Banned By FDA 


St. Alexius Hospital has discontinued 


use of the reportedly contaminated in- 
travenous solution which causes blood 
poisoning. A recall order was issued late 
Monday by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. 


The product, made by Abbott Labora- 


tories in North Chicago, is a liquid nutri- 
ent that is injected by needle into 
patients unable to eat or drink.

Prior to notice of the ban, and based 


on knowledge that emergency removal of 
the product might soon be required, St. 
Alexius Hospital officials met all day 
Monday with the three competitive com- 
panies of Abbott. Officials announced a 
switch to a product made by Baxter Lab- 
oratories, yesterday morning. 


The change was effective immediately 


according to a spokesman at the hospi- 
tal. 


She said that the hospital had no in- 


cidents of illness or death caused by the 
Abbott solution, although 350 cases of 
blood poisoning and nine deaths were re- 
ported among 4,000 hospitals using the 
product. 


These hospitals had been warned two 


weeks ago when the possible con- 
tamination was disclosed. The Public 
Health Service's Center of Diseases Con- 
trol urged a ban of the product at that 
time. 


A warning was chosen instead because 


FDA officials were uncertain about the 
extent of the problem and the ability of 
other manufacturers to supply substitute 
solutions quickly, an FDA official said. 


The infections are believed to have 


come from germs in the products bottle 
caps, according to the local hospital 
spokesman. 


Shipments of the Abbott intravenous 


solutions which might have been in- 
volved with the infections have been sus- 
pended. 
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$120,000 Cost 
To Develop 
Park Site 


Development of the John Muir School 


park site in Prospect Heights will cost 
the Prospect Heights Park District about 
$130.000. 


Architect Ira Berke of Max W. Matz 


and Associates estimated the cost at a 
p«ik board meeting Monday after pre- 
senting final engineering drawings fnr 
tn» p»rk development. The plans show 
the location and dimension of proposed 
families, the location of water and sewer 
liww. the design of landscaping and the 
grade of the site. The plans also show the 
design of specific construction such as 
basketball courts, a jump pit and base- 
ball back stops. 


THE DESIGN of the proposed park 


calk for a "main play area" at the 
northeast corner of the site. The area in- 
cludes equipment such as wooden forts, 
swings, a slide and climbing apparatus 
along) with a sand pit in the middle. 


Courts that can be used for basketball 


or volleyball and tennis courts are lo- 
cated along the eastern boundary of the 
school site. A sled hill, equipped with 
fences and railroad-tie steps, will be built 
near the tennis courts. 


The south end of the site will include 


three baseball diamonds and a football 
field which will overlap the baseball 
fields. A play area for smaller children 
will be developed on the west side of the 
school, along with • 100-yard track and 
jump pit. Additional parking spaces wiH 
be added along the driveway and on the 
east side of the present parking tot. 


The park comissioners said they had 


made a commitment to the community 
to have *t least one ball diamond at the 
site by this spring. However Berke said 
this may not be possible "You have to 
install water and sewer lines and do the 
grading first." 


THE ARCHITECT is also preparing 


plans for a second major park at the 
Dwight Eisenhower School. Final plans 
for this site will be drawn as soon as a 
topographical survey is completed. The 
cost of developing the park has not been 
determined. 


The park commissioners are consid- 


ering developing and paying for both 
sites in phases. Because state statutes 
permit the district to issue general obli- 
gation bonds only up to $100,000 without a 
referendum, the dir»xict cannot pay the 
total cost of botii projects immediately 
without a referendum. 


Park Board Pres. Bill Kuhns proposed 


that "we follow the plans as funds are 
available." Park Commissioner Dennis 
Schachner said a referendum will be nec- 
essary only if "we can't afford to com- 
plete a certain stage of development in a 
certain time period." 


Berke is going to prepare an itemized 


list of development costs so that the park 
commissioners can divide the devel- 
opment into phases. 


Development of the school lands by the 


park district was agreed upon by both 
parties in • contract. In return for the 
privilege of using school grounds and 
buildings, the park district has agreed to 
maintain and improve these areas.

Wheeling's plans to object to a rezon- 


ing of a 40.5-acre planned development in

The property along Willow Road, half 


way between Wolf and River roads, is 
being developed by the Robin Construc- 
tion Co. 


The property received its rezoning ap- 


proval on March 15 from the County 
Board of Commissioners. The County 
Board of Zoning Appeals voted to recom- 
mend approval for the rezoning at a 
March 3 meeting. 


WHEELING officials charged yesterday 


however, that county officials told the 
village the property would not be consid- 
ered by the county zoning board until a 
March 17 meeting. 


Village officials learned of the county's 


action just a day after Alex Seith, chair- 
man of the county zoning board, spoke to 
them about increased village-county co- 
operation. Seith said yesterday he had 
not known about the village's objections 
at the time of his meeting with the vil- 
lage board Monday night. 


Village attorney Paul Hamer explained 


that the village had been waiting for 
news of how the zoning board had voted 
on the rezoning request before final- 
izing a village board resolution objecting 
to the rezoning. 


Hamer said the Wheeling objections 


were to have been filed with the county 
board, but that the village could not 
enact its resolution until it knew what 
the county zoning board recommenda- 
tions were for the site. 


The attorney said that Deputy Village 


Clerk Roberta Krause had called county 


zoning offices on March 3, 4 and 5 and 
had been told that the zoning board had 
discussed the case at its March 3 meet- 
ing, but that no decision had been 
reached. 


WHEN MRS. KRAUSE called county 


offices on March 8, she was told the zon- 
ing board would not take any further ac- 
tion on the Robin property until its next 
meeting on March 17, Hamer said. 


When she called county offices yester- 


day she learned that the rezoning had 
been approved by the county board on 
March 15 and that the zoning board had 
actually recommended the rezoning at 
its M a r c h 3 m e e t i n g , Hamer 
said.. County Zoning Board Secretary 
Paul Marcy said yesterday that the 
county zoning board had acted on the re- 
zoning on March 3. 


Seith said he was unaware of any con- 


flict in the approvals by the zoning board 


and the county board. Seith said that 
zoning board officials might have said 
the decision was not finalized because no 
written recommendation had been fin- 
ished when Mrs. Krause called even 
though a vote had been taken on March 
3. He said he did not know if that was the 
correct explanation in the case, however. 


HAMER SAID yesterday that the com- 


munications problem in this case "is typ- 
ical of what happens with the county." 


He said he didn't think there was any- 


thing the village could do now about the 
rezoning and said that the resolutions 
"wouldn't have done any good anyway." 


Hamer was apparently referring to the 


fact that the property already had mul- 
tiple family zoning and was only seeking 
a change in its zoning to allow a planned 
development rather than an apartment 
(R-5) development.

in unincorporated Arlington Heights. 


The park district and the two groups of 


residents are objecting because they

newspaper debate among the five candi- 
dates seeking election to the Mount Pros- 
|x?ct Village Board, April 20. 


The candidates have answered 10 ques- 


tions sent to them by the Herald. Their 
responses will appear in daily issues of 
the paper today through April 2. 


The five candidates for village trustee 


are George Anderson, Richard Hend- 
ncks, Richard Monroe, Lloyd Norris and 
Kenneth Scholten. Norris, an incumbent 
board member, and Hendricks are seek- 
ing election as independent candidates. 
Anderson, Monroe and Scholten are run- 
ning under the banner of the United Vil- 
lage Party. Three of the five candidates 
will be elected. 


Question three: How would you solve 


the traffic problem in the downtown busi- 
ness district of Mount Prospect? 


ANDERSON 


To solve the downtown business dis- 


trict traffic problem within the economic 
capabilities of Mount Prospect will re- 
quire a combinaton of improvements, 
among which are: 1) Provide inter- 
section and roadway widening, including 
turn bays; 2) Rephase the traffic signals 
and add advanced turn arrows; 3) Pro- 
vide additional street lighting and de- 
fined walk areas. 


4)-Extend Busse Road and one other 


north-south street between 
Emerson 


Street and Mount Prospect Road to 
Northwest Highway; 5) Acquire addition- 
al properties away from the main inter- 
sections and provide village operated, 
metered parking for commuters; and 6) 
By acquiring additional property, as in- 
dicated in number five, some of the com- 
muter parking along the tracks can be 
used for limited shopper parking during 
non-peak hours. 


I believe the above are needed because 


it is my professional opinion, as a gradu- 
ate civil engineer, that these improve- 
ments will in fact increase the ability to 
move your car and get across the street. 


HENDRICKS 


As a village trustee, I would approve 


the expenditure for hiring an outside en- 
gineering firm to conduct a traffic sur- 
vey and study of the problem areas in 
the business district. Then with the com- 
pletion of the study and the firm's 
recommendation to relieve the traffic 
problem, I would have this matter stud- 
ied jointly by* the village board's public 


health and safety committee and our 
safety commission. 


If these two committees agree with the 


recommendation of the engineering firm, 
it should then be passed on to the village 
board and the state of Illinois (if re- 
quired) for their approval and implemen- 
tation. 


MONROE 


To truly solve the traffic problem, one 


must either eliminate automobiles or 
businesses completely from the down- 
town district. Until such time as large 
scale redevelopment plans appear to tear 
down present business 
establishments 


and rebuild on a grand scale with ade- 
quate off-street parking, problems will 
exist. 


Relocation of the railroad station is one 


possibility, but any relief requires coop- 
eration, hard work, imagination and trial 
and error between both merchants and 
government.

Tax Bills Expected To Be About Two Months Late 


by JUDY MEHL 


If tax bills are about two months late 


this year as expected, it will cost Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 59 about $34,400 in 
interest on borrowed money according to 
the finance director. 


The district must borrow additional 


money to operate while waiting for the 
local taxes, causing the additional inter- 
est costs. 


District officials do not know how long 


they will have to wait for tax monies nor- 
mally distributed beginning in early 
July, since Cook County officials are not 
saying 


A spokesman in the county treasurer's 


office said Monday that he did not know 
when tax bills would be ready. Normally, 
tax bills are mailed out by March 31 with 
payments due June 1 and Sept. 1. Tax 
bills are not expected to be mailed until 
May or June 


BECAUSE IT IS THE taxpayer who 


pays the cost of such delays, the result is 
to eventually increase the tax bill with- 
out any corresponding increase in ser- 


vices, Arthur Perry, finance director, 
recently told the board of education. 


However, the additional interest may 


be one of the smaller financial problems 
the district must face this year if local 
taxpayers become as active as those in 
Arlington Heights. 


Residents in Arlington Heights School 


Dist. 25 presented a petition Monday with 
more than 200 signatures asking the 
board of education there not to cut any 
programs. The petition asks the board to 
freeze teachers' salaries for two years in 
order to do this. 


Information presented earlier by the 


Dist. 25 administration showed the dis- 
trict needed to cut more than $1 million 
from the budget in the next two years. 


While the petition was being presented 


in Arlington Heights, Dist. 59 board 
members were meeting Monday to dis- 
cuss the preliminary budget for the com- 
ing school year. 


FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES in the 


district were stressed by Supt. James 
Erviti, who said, "Dist. 59 cannot contin- 


ue to live as Alice in Wonderland like 
they have done for a long time." 


He said people have continually asked 


"Why can't we have this program and 
why can't we have that. 


"It's simple. We can't have them be- 


cause there is no money," he said. 


The preliminary budget shows no funds 


for increased wages for administrators, 
custodians, teachers, and secretaries oth- 
er than those alreadj promised in the 
salary schedule. 


If the teachers seek an 8 per cent cost 


of living increase, which is what they re- 
ceived last year, this would mean an ad- 
ditional $425,000 or so for the 528 full- 
time positions in the district. 


HOWEVER, THE preliminary budget 


shows no possible revenue to cover such 
an increase. 


Although teachers' salaries were not 


discussed by the board at its budget 
committee meeting Monday, a few small 
cuts were mentioned in other areas, such 
as the $5,000 salary for a part-time pub- 
lic relations person and $9,000 for build- 
ing appraisals. 


Both were needed, according to the ad- 


ministration, but in light of the finacial 
situation it was recommended they were 
areas of "possible" cutting. 


The budget committee has scheduled 


the next meeting for 8 p.m. April 12 in 
the administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd., Arlington Heights.

"That way we could monitor the re- 
sults of the policy and evaluate the sys- 
tem as a whole," he said. 


Even though he can spout off business 


theories by the mouthful because of 
many years in marketing, finance and 
economics, Linkman says he would al- 
ways ask the people before making any 
decision. 


"It is not my duty to impose individual 


ideas on the school system," he said. "I

would collect the ideas of a group as a 
whole." He said he would solicit public 
opinion on issues at public meetings and 
if necessary "through a mail program." 


He is not discouraged about the apathy 


in the community everyone talks about: 
"Trying to get ideas is the main thing, 
and if you create the issue and do it 
properly, you'll get their ear." 


Linkman said he decided to run for the 


board about eight weeks before the Dist. 
57 nominating committee began inter- 
viewing candidates. He later won caucus 
support. 


IN THE HERALD interview Linkman 


said he had never sought caucus endorse- 
ment prior to this year. However, Gary 
Sams, nominating committee chairman, 
told the Herald that Linkman had ap- 
peared before the nominating committee 
a few years ago. More recently, Linkman 


admitted that he had appeared before 
the committee a few years ago. The 
committee screened him out, however. 


"Every person has an obligation to 


participate in some civic activity," Link- 
man said. "I am not one who will just 
say I'll take my little niche and let some- 
one else handle theirs. Besides, educa- 
tion runs in the family. With five chil- 
dren, I have an interest in schools and 
the school system. And my sister and 
nephew are both teachers." 


Linkman is not new to school districts. 


He served on the high school board in 
Brown Deer, Wis., a Milwaukee suburb. 
But, as yet he said he is not too familiar 
with the issues in Dist. 57. Unlike the 
other candidates he has not attended any 
school board meetings. 


"I don't have knowledge of all the 


facts yet," Linkman said. "But it doesn't 
take me too long to get to the heart of 
the matter." 


Besides his business and family, Link- 


man said he has "an interest in civic 
affairs and a general interest in people." 
But he admits he really has no major 
hobbies. "I live my job," he said. 


Here are some of his views on major 


issues in Dist. 57: 


On finances: "The school district is 


like any household unit. We cannot spend 
more than what a household unit can 
spend. We must get back on the track 
with a balanced budget. I think the 
people in the system can usually come 
up with the answers on how to cut back." 


On merit pay for teachers: "What do 


the teachers want? We can't impose be- 
liefs on a system. It would have to be 
their proposal and then see if it would 
work. If 100 per cent of the teachers 
want a merit pay system, how can I say 
no?" 


On present board-teacher negotiations: 


"I don't believe we need a professional 
negotiator. There's no reason we can't 
get together over the table and decide 
our needs with a limited budget. It's be- 
come the final hour of negotiations. We 
should have recognized the problem at 
the beginning and done something about 
solving it then. I don't see the need for a 
professional negotiator and the district 
should not let the need continue. Negotia- 
tions should be handled between the 
teachers and the board. I find it incred- 
ible adults can't sit down and smooth 
these things out. You have to recognize 
the symptoms and solve the problem be- 
fore it becomes a critical issue." 


On teachers' strikes: "I would not let 


them strike if their demands were not 
that unreasonable. But we do have to 
live within our budget." 


On shared facilities with parochial 


schools: "I am not knowledgeable on the 
subject. Where has it been done success- 
fully? If it works and we both benefit, 
let's try it out." 


On major future problems in the dis- 


trict: "Finance is the major problem be- 
cause everything else emanates from it. 
We have to plan for future needs. We 
must evaluate past plans and bring them 
up to date."

Traffic Problem Solved? 


IT LOOKS like a rocket, but it's the

This is the third part of a continuing 


newspaper debate among the five candi- 
dates seeking election to the Mount Pros- 
pect Village Board, April 20. 


The candidates have answered 10 ques- 


tions sent to them by the Herald. Their 
responses will appear in daily issues of 
the paper today through April 2. 


The five candidates for village trustee 


are George Anderson, Richard Hend- 
ricks, Richard Monroe, Uoyd Norris and 
Kenneth Scholten. Norris, an incumbent 
board member, and Hendricks are seek- 
ing election as independent candidates. 
Anderson, Monroe and Scholten are run- 
ning under the banner of the United Vil- 
lage Party. Three of the five candidates 
will be elected. 


Question three: How would you solve 


the traffic problem in the downtown busi- 
ness district of Mount Prospect? 


ANDERSON 


To solve the downtown business dis- 


trict traffic problem within the economic 
capabilities of Mount Prospect will re- 
quire a combinaton of improvements, 
among which are: 1) Provide inter- 
section and roadway widening, including 
turn bays; 2) Rephase the traffic signals 
and add advanced turn arrows; 3) Pro- 
vide additional street lighting and de- 
fined walk areas. 


4) Extend Busse Road and one other 


north-south street 
between 
Emerson 


Street and Mount Prospect Road to 
Northwest Highway; 5) Acquire addition- 
al properties away from the main inter- 
sections and provide village operated, 
metered parking for commuters; and 6) 
By acquiring additional property, as in- 
dicated in number five, some of the com- 
muter parking along the tracks can be 
used for limited shopper parking during 
non-peak hours. 


I believe the above are needed because 


it is my professional opinion, as a gradu- 
ate civil engineer, that these improve- 
ments will in fact increase the ability to 
move your car and get across the street. 


HENDRICKS 


As a village trustee, I would approve 


the expenditure for hiring an outside en- 
gineering firm to conduct a traffic sur- 
vey and study of the problem areas in 
the business district. Then with the com- 
pletion of the study and the firm's 
recommendation to relieve the traffic 
problem, I would have this matter stud- 
ied jointly by the village board's public 


health and safety committee and our 
safety commission. 


If these two committees agree with the 


recommendation of the engineering firm, 
it should then be passed on to the village 
board and the state of Illinois (if re- 
quired) for their approval and implemen- 
tation. 


MONROE 


To truly solve the traffic problem, one 


must either eliminate automobiles or 
businesses completely from the down- 
town district. Until such time as large 
scale redevelopment plans appear to tear 
down present business 
establishments 


and rebuild on a grand scale with ade- 
quate off-street parking, problems will 
exist. 


Relocation of .the railroad station is one 


possibility, but any relief requires coop- 
eration, hard work, imagination and trial 
and error between both merchants and 
government.

This parking area should be available

would be undesirable due to cost and ap- 
pearance. 


Although I am sure that many prob-

Tomorrow, question four: Would you

SIX CANDIDATES, including Jack 


Matthews of Arlington Heights, Raymond 


Pettersen Jr. of Rolling Meadows and 
Don McGlothlin of Wheeling, Mrs. Cum- 
mins, Bachhuber, and Winkle are seek- 
ing two seats on the seven-member 
board that serves both Wheeling and Elk 
Grove Townships. 


Prompting Brooks to bow out of the 


race were what he called "other pressing 
concerns in the Northwest area, namely 
in Elk Grove Village." 


He said he could not identify these con- 


cerns at this time but that he must give 
them priority. 


Brooks said he made the decision to 


drop out of the race after talking with his 
wife who returned home Monday from 
the hospital following a three-week stay. 


Tax Bills Expected To Be About Two Months Late 


by JUDY MEHL 


If tax bills are about two months late 


this year as expected, it will cost Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 59 about $34,400 in 
interest on borrowed money according to 
the finance director. 


The district must borrow additional 


money to operate while waiting for the 
local taxes, causing the additional inter- 
est costs. 


District officials do not know how long 


they will have to wait for tax monies nor- 
mally distributed beginning in early 
July, since Cook County officials are not 
saying. 


A spokesman in the county treasurer's 


office said Monday that he did not know 
when tax bills would be ready. Normally, 
tax bills are mailed out by March 31 with 
payments due June 1 and Sept. 1, Tax 
bills are not expected to be mailed until 
May or June. 


BECAUSE IT IS THE taxpayer who 


pays the cost of such delays, the result is 
to eventually increase the tax bill with- 
out any corresponding increase in ser- 


vices, Arthur Perry, finance director, 
recently told the board of education. 


However, the additional interest may 


be one of the smaller financial problems 
the district must face this year if local 
taxpayers become as active as those in 
Arlington Heights. 


Residents in Arlington Heights School 


Dist. 25 presented a petition Monday with 
more than 200 signatures asking the 
board of education there not to cut any 
programs. The petition asks the board to 
freeze teachers' salaries for two years in 
order to do this. 


Information presented earlier by the 


Dist. 25 administration showed the dis- 
trict needed to cut more than $1 million 
from the budget in the next two years. 


While the petition was being presented 


in Arlington Heights, Dist. 59 board 
members were meeting Monday to dis- 
cuss the preliminary budget for the com- 
ing school year. 


FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES in the 


district were stressed by Supt. James 
Erviti, who said, "Dist. 59 cannot contin- 


ue to live as Alice in Wonderland like 
they have done for a long time." 


He said people have continually asked 


"Why 
can't we have this program and 


why can't we have that. 


"It's simple. We can't have them be- 


cause there is no money," he said. 


The preliminary budget shows no funds 


for increased wages for administrators, 
custodians, teachers, and secretaries oth- 
er than those already promised in the 
salary schedule. 


If the teachers seek an 8 per cent cost 


of living increase, which is what they re- 
ceived last year, this would mean an ad- 
ditional $425,000 or so for the 528 full- 
time positions in the district. 


HOWEVER, THE preliminary budget 


shows no possible revenue to cover such 
an increase. 


Although teachers' salaries were not 


discussed by the board at its budget 
committee meeting Monday, a few small 
cuts were mentioned in other areas, such 
as the $5,000 salary for a part-time pub- 
lic relations person and $9,000 for build- 
ing appraisals. 


Both were needed, according to the ad- 


ministration, but in light of the finacial 
situation it was recommended they were 
areas of "possible" cutting. 


The budget committee has scheduled 


the next meeting for 8 p.m. April 12 in 
the administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd., Arlington Heights.

dates," he said. 


"I certainly urge everyone to vote for 


persons of their choice. We must not 
have the apathy we had last year when 
only 7,500 people in the second largest 
high school district in Illinois voted. 


"That is a sad indictment of the de- 


mocracy that we profess to love so 
much," he said. 


He thanked those who supported him 


and urged him to run.

25 was branded as "lu- 
rlirrous" yesterday by the president of 
the 
Arlington Teachers' 
Association 


(ATA) 


The statement, by ATA Pres. Richard 


Walker in response to a petition pre- 
sented to the board of education Monday 
night by James DeVuono, added, "The 
petition would lead us to believe that the 
Swo.OOO deficit without the referendum is 
caused by salary increases when in fact 
it is mainly caused by present ex- 
penses." 


DeVuono said yesterday he and a 


group of volunteers will continue to cir- 
culate their petitions, which call on the 
board of education not to cut any cur- 
riculum programs to provide for salary 
increases in the district. 


DEVUONO SAID he thought the teach- 


ers should get any increases due them 
under the present contract because of in- 
creased experience or education but said 
no additional increases should be nego- 
tiat/xl over the next two years. 


He added that, if this were done, "I 


believe there wouldn't be any need to cut 
programs." 


DeVuono toll the board Monday night 


that he voted against the district's pro- 
posed tax rate increase in the March 13 
referendum. 
During 
the 
referendum 


campaign, board members and adminis- 
trators said if the referendum failed, 
budget cuts totaling $900,000, mostly in 
program areas, would have to be made 
over the next two years. 


The referendum was defeated by more 


than l.flOO votes. 


OeVuono said he had not gone over the 


district'-) budget in detail and had not 
examined the information made avail- 
able at the board meeting Monday night 
about projected decreases in state aid for 
next year. 


"I THINK the budget would be very 


difficult to understand," he said. He 
added that if. after a salary freeze, the 
district still had to make some budget 
cuts, "They should start on the adminis- 
tration and work down." 


He said he believed there were cuts 


that could be made before classroom 
education would be affected. 


ATA Pres. Walker said teachers had 


been concerned about budget cuts made 
by the district before the referendum and 
said, "We regret any further cutting of 
programs, equipment, supplies or staff 
because we know better 
than most 


people) what these mean to kids." 


Walker added that the ATA salary pro- 


posal which will be taken into negotia- 
tions next month is still being prepared 
and said the final outlines of the whole 
package, including salary, "will be up to 
the teachers." 


BOARD OF education Pres. Theodore 


Seller, said yesterday the financial situ- 
ation of the district is now even worse 
than that anticipated before the referen- 
dum. "We not only don't get new money, 
but our actual cash income will be lower 
next year than this year," he said.

Three Factors 
Combine To Spell 
State Aid Loss 


Three factors have combined to spell a 


net loss in state aid for Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25 for the 1971-72 school year. 


—The average daily student attend- 


ance (ADA) in the distrcit declined this 
year from last, even though enrollment 
in the district increased slightly. State 
aid is based on ADA rather than enroll- 
ment. 


— A l s o , even though the district 


planned for an increase of 8 to 10 per 
cent in state aid for next year, the acutal 
proposal made bythe governor will 
amount to only about 4 per cent. 


—And, a dramatic increase in assessed 


value, caused in part by the quadrennial 
reassessment made in 1968, will adverse- 
ly affect the amount of state aid to be 
received. 


"These three factors will probably 


combine to give the district $126,000 less 
in state aid next year than it received in 
1970-71," Dan Suffoletto, business man- 
ger said yesterday. 


BECAUSE OF THE decline in ADA he 


said, $206,000 will be subtracted from 
next year's state aid claim, off the top, 
to pay back an overpayment that was 
based on last year's ADA. 


If, however, the actual state aid in- 


crease had been as high as the district 
projected, the district would still have 
gotten a state aid increase — even with 
the drop in ADA — Suffoletto said. 


Original reports indicated that the gov- 


ernor was proposing an increase in state 
aid of 12 per cent. However, that includ- 
ed the 8 per cent raise districts received 
last year, he said. 


"What this means, is they are not go- 


ing to give the school districts any more 
money, but I wish they wouldn't play 
games with us," he said. 


The formula as proposed has the back- 


ing of both the governor and the School 
Problems Commission and is likely to 
pass by the end of the current session of 
the General Assembly. The district must 
make budget decisions on that assump- 
tion, he said. 


Superintendent Donald Strong Monday 


night explained to the board that teach- 
ers must be notified by April 11 if they 
will not be rehired next year. If the dist- 
rict hires more teachers at that time 
than it can pay for, he said, "We have no 
legal recourse." 


IF. AFTER APRIL 11, the district's fi- 


nancial picture should change, Strong 
said, it would still be possible to refill 
teaching positions.

Yesterday Suffoletto said the problem 


with the state aid formula is that it never 
gives school districts a chance to plan in 
advance on any basis, but projections. 


He said the currently proposed formula 


will hurt any district whose assessed val- 
ue was increased by the quadrennial re- 
assessment and whose enrollment is 
stabilizing. "The formulas are not set for 
the school district that is stabilizing," he 
said.

Jack Peleck's Park Drive Pays Off

Jack Peleck started a promotional 


campaign a few months ago to make 
Olympic Park "the most used facility in 
the Midwest." 


Judging from the results of the cam- 


paign, the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict employe seems to be on his way to 
accomplishing his feat. The average at- 
tendance per weeknight has jumped 
from an average of S3 people to more 
than 150. 


As the participation has increased, so 


have the revenues. For the September, 
October and November period the aver- 
age monthly income was about $270 per 
month. Peleck said the income for Feb- 
ruary had jumped up to more than $660 
and "It's the shortest month," Peleck ob- 
served. 


The indoor swimming facilities at 


Olympic Park, 660 N. Ridge Ave., are 
shared by the park district and High 


School Dist. 214. During the school year, 
the pool is used in the day for physical 
education classes and at night and on 
weekends by the park district. During 
the summer, the park district has almost 
full-time use of the pool. 


AS PART OF HIS campaign, Peleck 


drew up a special brochure which in- 
cludes a coupon for free admission for 
one adult or one adult couple. The cou- 
pon is valid until April 30. 


Peleck has distributed the one-page 


brochure to local parks, banks, schools 
and the administrative office of the park 
district in Olympic Park, 660 N. Ridge 
Ave. About 5,000 copies were printed. 


In addition to the coupon, the brochure 


includes a description of Olympic Park's 
facilities. These include a 25-year six- 
lane pool and a separate diving well with 
three diving boards. Both pools include 
under water lighting and, during the 
summer, a wading pool and a sundeck 
are open. 


The sauna baths at the pool may be 


used during all adult, family and recrea- 
tional swimming times. Sauna use is re- 
stricted to people who are of high school 
age or older. 


The open times include recreational 


swim open to everyone; family swim 
times when children younger than 18 
years old must be accompanied by an 
adult; and adult swim open to those 18 
years old and up. 


RECREATIONAL SWIM times through 


June 12 are Tuesdays, 7:30 to 9 p.m.; 
Wednesdays, 6:30 to 9 p.m.; Fridays, 
6:30 to 8:30 p.m.; Saturdays, 1 to 5 p.m. 
and 7 to 9 p.m.; and Sundays, 1-5 p.m. 


Family swim night is Thursdays from 


7:30 to 9 and adult swim nights are Mon- 
days from 6:30 to 7:30. 


The indoor swimming pool complex 


can also be rented by private individuals 
or groups. Available rental hours are 
Fridays from 8:30 to 10:30 p.m.; Satur- 


days from 9 to 10:30 p.m.; and Sundays 
from 5 to 10:30 p.m. The rate is $50 per 
hour and people interested may reserve 
the pool by calling the park district of-

With Battery 
At Harper 


St Alexius Hospital has discontinued 


use of the reportedly contaminated in- 
travenous solution which causes blood 
poisoning. A recall order was issued late 
Monday by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration. 


The product, made by Abbott Labora- 


tories in North Chicago, is a liquid nutri- 
ent that is injected by needle into 
patients unable to eat or drink. 


Prior to notice of the ban, and based 


on knowledge that emergency removal of 
the product might soon be required, St. 
Alrxuis Hospital officials met all day 
Monday with the three competitive com- 
panies of Abbott. Officials announced a 
switch to a product made by Baxter Lab- 
oratories, yesterday morning. 


The change was effective immediately 


according to a spokesman at the hospi- 
tal 


She said that the hospital had no in- 


cidents of illness or death caused by the 


Abbott solution, although 350 cases of 
blood poisoning and nine deaths were re- 
ported among 4,000 hospitals using the 
product. 


These hospitals had been warned two 


weeks ago when the possible con- 
tamination was disclosed. The Public 
Health Service's Center of Diseases Con- 
trol urged a ban of the product at that 
time. 


A warning was chosen instead because 


FDA officials were uncertain about the 
extent of the problem and the ability of 
other manufacturers to supply substitute 
solutions quickly, an FDA official said. 


The infections are believed to have 


come from germs in the products bottle 
caps, according to the local hospital 
spokesman. 


Shipments of the Abbott intravenous 


solutions which might have been in- 
volved with the infections have been sus- 
pended.

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12 Per Cent Salary Boost 
Proposed For City Police 


A federal arbitrator has recommended 


a three-step pay Increase that would 
bring salaries for top Des Plaines police 
patrolmen up to $12 040 by the end of this 
ypar 


The recommendation, received yester- 


day by the city and officials of the Com- 
bined County Police Association fCCPA) 
would boost salaries in the last three 
months of this year to 12 per cent above 
1970 pay iovels, if it is approved by the 
city council. 


The council last month vetoed a 14 per 


cr-nt pay boost package worked out by 
federal mediators and instead passed a 


1971 budget giving police with three 
years of experience 8 per cent pay 
raises, for a top salary of $11,610. 


The council has until next Wednesday, 


which marks the end of the first quarter 
o( the city's fiscal year, to decide if po- 
lice wages should be raised any further. 


The recommendation of the federal ar- 


bitrator is not binding on either side. 


Under the proposal, salaries would 


stay at the current $11,610 level until 
July 1, when top patrolmen would be 
paid $11,825 per year — a raise of 10 per 
cent compared to 1970 salaries. 


The 12 per cent raise would go into

sized that Shillington is running as an 
independent in the city non-partisan elec- 
tion April 20. 


"Charges of national political parties 


becoming involved in local non-partisan 
elections have been raised in the past. 
The VIP claims national political organi- 
zations have no place in local elections," 
said Baker, of 130 N. Third Ave. 


The VIP has also endorsed its 1969 


mayoral candidate, B. Spencer Chase, 
1140 Alfini Dr., who is running for third 
ward alderman. 


"In the coming weeks, we expect to 


endorse other independent aldermanic 
candidates. The election of Chase and 
Shillington and other self-reliant alder- 
men will bring about a greater balance 
in the council and help to break the Beh- 
rel machine," said Baker.

Mayor Herbert H. Behrel, who is ex- 


pected to call a special city council ses- 
sion to consider the recommendation, 
was not available for comment late last 
night. 


Robert Ornberg, local CCPA president, 


last night said the proposal is a "com- 
promise on a compromise" for his union 
members. Even if approved, he said, the 
proposed wage scale would still put 
wages for Des Plaines patrolmen behind 
those paid by neighboring suburbs this 
year. Ornberg said the CCPA "will have 
to accept what the council provides." 


"We're relying on the good faith of the 


city and this is what the (labor relations) 
ordinance states. We've attempted in ev- 
ery way to conduct this in a responsible 
manner. There's just no question about 
it," Ornberg said. 


The proposed raises are the result of a 


formal fact finding processs that repre- 
sents the last step for reaching wage set- 
tlements that is outlined in the city's 1970 
labor relations ordinance. 


That law, employe unions were offered 


recognition and good faith bargaining by 
the city in return for a promise of no 
strikes or work slowdowns. 


Eloise Stewart, federal arbitrator who 


served as a one-woman fact findjpg 
board, urged the city "proceed without 
delay" to pass the three-step pay raise 
schedule. 


Mrs. Stewart also said "to avoid situ- 


ations of wage differentials with sur- 
rounding suburbs the city and the CCPA 
should sign a wage agreement that ex- 
pires in May, 1972, the time when neigh- 
boring suburbs adopt their new budgets 
and begin their fiscal years. 


She urged an additional two per cent 


wage hike for patrolmen in January 1972 
until a new pact could be worked out in 
May. That would take into account the 
new pay scales from neighboring police 
departments.

"You might say we're a continuation of 


the Matt Dillon type of U.S. Marshal," 
commented Bart Schmitt Jr. Chief Depu- 
ty U.S. Marshal of the Northern District 
of Illinois, "we're the oldest law enforce- 
ment agency in the country." 


United States Deputy Marshals have 


come a long way from chasing outlaws 
on horseback who held up gold-laden 
stagecoaches in the late 1800's and early 
1900's. Now they hang around airports 
watching for "suspicious-looking charac- 
ters" who may try hijacking a plane. 


According to Schmitt the anti-hijack 


program is the newest of the U.S. Mar- 
shal's responsibilities. "A deputy mar- 
shal, who is actually the man on the 
street," Schmitt explained, "has a num- 
ber of duties. He may be called on to 
serve a summons, a subpeona, writ of 
execution or warrant of seizure — he, in 
fact, enforces all orders issued by the 
Federal Court." 


A DEPUTY MARSHAL does not wear 


a uniform. He carries a gun at all times 
and can be found at various times in an 
airport, where he works preventing hi- 
jacks, a courtroom, where he protects 
the judge and maintains order, with a 
jury while he keeps them out of touch 
while they deliberate, or with a prisoner 
he is transporting from one institution to 
another as designated by the U.S. Attor- 
ney General. 


The U.S. Marshal's office now has 31 


vacancies for deputy marshal's in the 
Chicago area. The positions are open to 
men who are 21 years old and older and 
who have had some type of public con- 
tact experience. The candidate must also 
meet the stringent physical requirements 
made by the United States Department 
of Justice. 


There is no written test required of the 


job applicants but they must be able to 
obtain authorization to operate govern- 
ment motor vehicles. 


In order to qualify as a candidate for 


the position of U.S. Deputy Marshal, ac- 
cording to Miss Kay Collins who is in 
charge of grading applications, a man 
must have four years of work experi- 
ence. 


"TWO OF THE years must be spent in 


general experience," Miss Collins said, 
"which includes the responsibilities of 
the man's dealing effectively with indi- 
viduals or groups of persons." 


The most sought after general experi- 


ence is that of a jail guard who has had 
custody of prisoners, a military police- 
man or a salesman who has been active- 
ly and aggressively out selling and has 
had to deal with people. 


"A candidate must also have two years 


of specialized experience," she contin- 
ued, 
"and that must be in law enforce- 


ment. Or if the candidate has a college 
degree he can substitute the degree for 
two years of general and one year of spe- 
cialized experience." But he must still 
acquire one more year of experience in 
the law enforcement field. 


Since the notice announcing the need 


for applicants was first posted on March 
8, 200 men have applied for the positions. 


"The returns so far," Miss Collins 


said, "are running at 20 eligible men for 
every 76 men judged ineligible'for one 
reason or another. 


"But the returns aren't over," she 


added, "the Justice Department has not 
given us a closing date so we'll wait until 
we have a sufficient number of qualified 
applicants to fill the vacancies." 


THE NOTICE OF application for Dep- 


uty U.S. Marshal positions states that a 
deputy marshal must work irregular 
hours as necessary and adds that "the 
performance of their duties may involve 
personal risk, exposure to severe weath- 
er conditions, considerable travel and 
arduous physical exertion." 


What does this mean? "Generally the 


deputy marshal's hours are 9 to 5:30," 
Chief Deputy Schmitt explained, "but 
you can't always find a person at your 
convenience to serve process or you may 
have to get a witness at home at 10 or 11 
at night. 


"Or," Schmitt went on, "a deputy mar- 


shal may be called on to seize a vessel 
when it arrives in port — which could be 
at 2 or 3 a.m. When he seizes a vessel it's 
usually because some company has a 
judgment against a particular cargo and 


the court petitioned to arrest the vessel. 
The deputy marshal has got to be there 
as the arresting officer." 


What about the exposure to severe 


weather conditions? "When a man goes 
to make an arrest," Schmitt said, "he 
doesn't know what time he can effect the 
arrest. He may have to wait outside 
someone's house in wind or the snow 
or he may have to stand around some 
desolate spot in the middle of winter 
waiting for someone to show up. 


•"He may even have to climb a vessel 


ladder during a sleet storm or transport 
a prisoner by car during a snow storm. 
Our work goes on 365 days a year re- 
gardless of the weather."

Only 2 Area Communities 
Comply To MSD's Request 


The 
Metropolitan 
Sanitary District 


(MSD) this week will seek information 
from Northwest suburban communities 
to aid in the implementation of the new 
industrial waste surcharge ordinance. 


Earl Knight, chief pollution control of- 


ficer for MSD. said Monday that letters 
had been sent to more than 130 suburbs 
in January asking for copies of 1970 in- 
dustrial water billing records. Thus far, 
Des Plaines and Buffalo Grove were the 
only area communities that had com- 
plied with the request. 


Officials will send out letters by the 


end of the week restating the reqeust to 
those communities not responding. Ber- 
nard Cooper, associate sanitary engi- 
neer, pointed out that two Northwest sub- 
urbs — Elk Grove Village and Prospect 
Heights — were omitted from the first 
mailing, but would be contacted this 
week 


Cooper explained that the water bills 


would be used as an "index" by which 
MSD officials could verify the amount of 
industrial wastewater discharged each 


U.S. Marshal he goes through a training 
period for two weeks in the Washington, 
D.C. area. 


"He studies human relations," Schmitt 


said, "the use of firearms, personal de- 
fense and law. After that he gets on-the- 
job training by working with experienced 
personnel and under the direction of su- 
pervisors. Later he goes off on his own " 


A deputy marshal gets a salary of 


$7,727 his first year and $8,582 his second 
year. If he performs satisfactorily his 
salary may rise to $9,493 and then up to 
$10,470 provided his duties, responsi- 
bilities and improvement also increase. 


According to Schmitt the marshals 


come from a variety of backgrounds. 
"They have either been military police- 
men, deputy sheriff's policemen or have 


had city police experience. Many of them 
decide to become federal employes be- 
cause of the benefits guaranteed by the 
government." 


Schmitt thinks the job attracts the kind 


of man who is looking for a career in law 
enforcement and a man who is interested 
in a variety of work. "Everyone arrested 
on a federal ,';olation comes through our 
office so the man rnus!. be prepared for 
the diversity of assignments which are 
part of the Deputy U.S Marshal's job." 


There are some women deputy mar- 


shals who work as guards for female 
prisoners. Others keep watch on juries 
and fill various courtroom duties but 
they are limited in their roles because 
"they're not strong enough to wrestle 
with an unhappy prisoner."

THE INDUSTRIAL waste ordinance, 


which became effective the first of the 
year, requires industries to pay a sur- 
charge on wastewater over 10,000 gallons 
daily that is discharged into MSD sew- 
ers.

Cooper said municipal water bills will 


be used to verify amounts reported or to 
calculate industrial effluent from those 
companies not submitting reports 


"Essentially we are saying that the 


amount of water a plant takes in must 
come out," he explained. 


MSD mailed approximately 40,000 let- 


ters to industries within the district. Offi- 
cials estimated approximately 3,000 of 
these will be affected by the ordinance. 


There was no word on how many 


Northwest suburban manufacturers will 
be required to pay the surcharge.

Paul Hamer, Wheeling village attor- 


ney, 
yesterday told representatives of 


the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) 
that their proposed rule to give buyers 
three days to cancel a door-to-door sale 
will reduce possible fraud but not elimi- 
nate door-to-door sales. 


Hamer, who as chairman of an Illinois 


Municipal League Committee, was re- 
sponsible for drawing up model anti-so- 
licitation ordinances for member com- 
munities, gave testimony against door-to- 
door sales in the second day of three 
days of public hearings in the federal 
building in Chicago. 


"Wheeling is a new middle class com- 


munity," Hamer said, "with a population 
of about 15,000 and we were besieged 
with door-to-door salesmen of all kinds, 
especially when our new developments 
were going up." 


Hamer said his village tried three 


methods to solve the problem his village 
was having with door-to-door solicitors. 
"We passed a license ordinance and an 
invited solicitation ordinance as ruled on 
by the supreme court and we passed a 
trespass ordinance. 


"We were challenged on our ordi- 


nances by a door-to-door solicitor," Ham- 
er continued, "and the appellate court 
ruled that we as a village couldn't enact 
all three ordinances but that we could 
have a trespass ordinance." 


Hamer explained how the trespass or- 


dinance works. "Once the solicitor goes 
onto someone's property and is asked to 
leave, either orally or in writing; if he 
doesn't leave he is trespassing." 


According to Hamer no one has chal- 


lenged the validity of the trespass ordi- 
nance and no arrests have been made 
because the local police have been giving 
warning to would be trespassers. 


Hamer said the dangers and evils in- 


herent in soliciting were made apparent 
in a 1959 decision of the New Jersey 
Supreme Court. "Soliciting and canvass- 
ing needs proper regulation under police 
powers," Hamer said, "because fraud, 
deceit and dishonesty are available to 
the minority of unscrupulous solicitors." 


Hamer suggested three changes in the 


proposed FTC ruling. He suggested that 
the $10 limit on goods and services pur- 
chased in a door-to-door sales transac- 
tion should be lowered to five dollars and 
still qualify for cancellation on the con- 
tract.

ued, 
"but it will eliminate many prob- 


lems in home selling now faced by the 
industry." 


She's A Loser On Food Plan 
^ 


A Hoffman Estates woman Monday 


told representatives of the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) the story of how she 
became involved with a non-existent food 
company which promised her a "revolu- 
tionary way to save money." 


Mrs. 
Clayton Winger, of 301 Winston 


Dr., testified at a public hearing in the 
Federal Building in Chicago about a 
freezer food plan which would have cost 
her $1,400 over an 18-month period. 


According to Mrs. Winger, the freezer 


food plan would have provided her with 
meat and frozen juices, vegetables and 
TV dinners every two months at a cost of 
$82.26 per month. 


Her contract, set for an 18-month peri- 


od, was signed with Great Lakes Foods. 
1517 
Ellinwood Ave., Des Plaines, but 


was sold to Joyce Acceptance Co., a fi- 
nance company in Elmwood Park. 


MRS. 
WINGER SAID she had already 


given the salesman from Great Lakes 
Foods a $25 deposit and she had received 
the first shipment of food when she found 
that the contract had been sold. 


"We have been able to cancel our con- 


tract with Grate Lakes Foods," Mrs. 
Winger told the representatives, who are 
holding the hearings to discuss a pro- 
posed trade regulation rule giving buyers 
three days to cancel a door-to-door sale 
of consumer goods or services of $10 or 
more. 


"But we have not yet received the can- 


celed contract or the $25 deposit." she 
explained. 


Mrs. 
Winger said she found a card in 


her mailbox last November which de- 
scribed a freezer food plan available "for 
the first time in the Chicagoland area" 
by Great Lakes Foods. 


"I HAD JUST bought a freezer," Mrs. 


Winger said, "and I sent the card in to 
get details on the offer. Three weeks lat- 
er a representative came to the house 
and talked to us. He asked us what kinds 
of meat we like and what are our favor- 
ite cuts. 


"He told us the meat we'd get as part 


of the plan and he told us what brand 
name vegetables we'd receive 
from 


them. He took the dimensions of our 
freezer and said it would hold a two 
months food supply." 


Mrs. Winger said the contract that she 


and her husband signed stated they 
would pay $82.26 per month for food de- 
livered to them over an 18-month period.

have bypassed the federal government 
for financing and gone to other money 
sources. 


The headway, locally, came from Pal- 


atine where a new train station for com- 
muters is expected to open northwest of 
tlie old dowtown site on June 1. When 
opened there will be 500 adjoining park- 
ing places. More than 600 spaces are to 
be available by the end of this summer, 
said Berton Braun, village manager. 


Palatine had an application pending 


for federal funds that was to be used for 
;s commuter center. The 
application 


called for development in two phases, 
hut since the village has gone ahead with 
pha.se one on its own the application is no 
longer valid. 


TOE SECOND PHASE of the center, to 


lx> built over a 10-year period, will in- 
clude a multi-level building to house 
buses, taxi cabs and a helioport. 


Cost of the station is being picked up 


by the developer of a shopping center 
local ed next to the new station. 


Land and improvements for the new 


parking facilities and the railroad's old 
station area were purchased by the vil- 
lage using motor fuel tax money ac- 
cumulated for major projects, Braun 
said. He estimated the total cost of phase 
one to be in the neighborhood of $400,000. 


Plans for a new station with 800 park- 


ing spaces and taxi facilities are to be 
ready soon for Arlington Heights. The fa- 
cility will be built at the Arlington Park 
race track. 


THE STATION and parking is needed 


to relieve cramped commuters and traf- 
fic jams at Arlington Heights' existing 
downtown station. 


Cost for development of the race track 


station will be shared between the vil- 
lage, the track and the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. 


Construction of the new station and 


parking spaces will begin as soon as the 
cost sharing figures are worked out, said 
Jack Walsh, village president. 


Des Plaines' station facilities, taxi and 


bus service are all functional, said 
Mayor Herbert Behrel. 


Behrel's city faces two problems not 


yet answered. One is to help the financial 
problems of United Motor Coach Co. con- 
tinuing service with a $12,000 monthly 
operations loss. 


THE SECOND IS to secure money to 


build additional parking places needed at 
the Des Plaines station. A multi-level 
parking lot to be built over the C&NW 
tracks is being contemplated. 


Financing would come, 
hopefully, 


through the purchase of municipal park- 
ing lot revenue bonds. The project's 
feasibility has not yet been determined, 
but is still being strived for, said Edward 
Benjamin, 
bond 
consultant 
to 
Des 


Plaines. 


Des Plaines' financial report on park- 


ing lots for the past year showed a sur- 
plus of funds available to cover debt ser- 
vice and capitol improvements, Ben- 
jamin added. 


"We haven't seen any significant park- 


ing lot bonds in the past three months," 
Benjamin said. The market for munici- 
pal bonds has improved greatly in recent 
months but on the parking lot issue "we 
haven't come to a firm opinion." Ben- 
jamin added. 


MUNICH1 ALITIES HAVE not pursued 


federal financing more strongly because 
a regional study of transportation needs 
is required, and no such study is com- 
pleted.

Schaumburg, Walsh said. 


Behrel said he too is looking for high- 


way department money but is not sure 
where a grant will come from because of 
the way President Nixon is combining 
federal agencies. 


The local towns all seem to be shying 


away from money available through the 
Urban Mass Transportation Act (UMTA) 
of 1964. 


Under UMTA, Washington will come

For example, if Des Plaines were to 


plan a $900,000 expansion and purchased 
$300,000 in revenue bonds, the federal 
government would grant only two-thirds 
of the remaining S600.000 to be paid. 


DES PLAINES, through other sources, 


would still have to come up with one- 
third of $600,000. 


The UTMA restriction on revehue 


bonds creates a vicious downward circle. 
The alternative is to come up with mon- 
ey from MFT funds as did Palatine; use 
general municipal fund money scarce in 
most suburban communities; or go to 
referendum as did Chicago on its new 
subway issue. 


Another way of securing federal money 


had been proposed by Thomas Ploss of 
the Milwaukee Road Railroad. 


Ploss in his "Project Transi-plan" is 


working to unify commuter communities 
served by the Milwaukee Road into a 
mass transit district. 


THE DISTRICT WILL have taxing

Some cigar smokers do 
more chewing than inhaling The same 
applies to a pipe The statsties on cigar 
smoking and pipe smoking really are not 
a<< valid since it is difficult to collect as 
many people with this habit than it is 
cigarette smokers 


I do advise the cigarette smoker who is 


hooker) and can't quit to switch to cigars 
or a pipe If the person inhales smoke 
fron these, the switch probably won't 
help Some people get cancer of the lip

Dear Dr. Lamb. — I have a nephew

Could there be something wrong with 
them? Even when he is given a laxative 
he strains so hard his face turns red and 
he seems to be in pain. He is about two 
years old. Could you please tell us what 
to do? 


Dear Reader — Bowel problems, like 


feeding problems, can begin at a very 
early age. If the child has had a checkup 
and nothing is wrong his problem must 
be related to his diet and the amount of 
emphasis placed on bowel movements. 
The upper bowel (small bowel) in this 
case would really have no bearing on the 
problem. If the stools are hard and dry, 
then perhaps it would be well to increase 
the bulk in the diet. Not all babies, nor 
adults for that matter, require frequent 
bowel movements. He should be left 
alone and not urged to have a movement 
until he feels the need. A proper diet 
and a less-concerned attitude should 
solve the problem, chemical laxatives 
will not. The bowel can sometimes be 
made a bit more active by increasing the 
amount of fruit and fruit juice in the 
diet.

m.m wrote an article entitled, "How to 
Tell a Bath Coup from a Bath Tub." 


The classic Bath coup occurs when the 


king is opened and declarer plays small 
from arr-jack-small. If the suit is contin- 
ued declarer collects two tricks instead 
of one. If there is a shift declarer still 
has control of that first suit. 


When today's hand was played in a du- 


plicate Ramp and East opened anything 
but a heart the declarer had no trouble 
making nine tricks At a few tables West 
led the heart 10. Thnt lead separated the 
sheep from the goats 


Every declarer covered with dummy's 


jack 
East covered in turn with the 


queen. If any declarer was foolish 
enough to win with the ace he lived to 
regret it. Eventually West would get in 
with the ace of diamonds and lead a sec- 
ond heart, whereupon East would cash 
four heart tricks If any declarer made 
this play, we would have to drop him to 
the foot of our class. 


If South lets East hold that first heart 


trick he will have made a sort of back- 
ward Bath Coup. True, the jack has been 
played but the nine spot has taken its 
place as the third best card in the suit. If 
East is foolish enough to continue hearts, 
South will have an extra heart trick.

ARVN troops last year is a case in point. 


Even at that time it is possible that the 


ARVN troops could have carried out the 
invasion on their own. It is quite unlike- 
ly, however, that ARVN spokesmen 
would have thought of calling the in- 
vasion an "incursion." 


ONLY AMERICAN spokesmen, highly 


trained in the use of euphemisms, had 
adequate terminology preparation for 
that operation. 


Resident Files Suit Against Nl-Gas Co. 


An Elk Grove Village man last month 


filed a suit charging negligence by the 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. for allegedly 
failing to perform as expected when his 
heating furnace developed a leak and 
caused his family to become ill. 


Harold L. Rauch, of 560 Walnut Ln., in 


the suit said it was not until the fifth 
request that gas company employes 
made the test that determined there was 
aleak. 


He said he suspected that gas from 


the furnace had been the cause of his 
family's illness in February, 1969, but 
that it was not until October, 1969, that a 


test was made by the gas company. 


IF THE FIRM would have made the 


test sooner, Rauch, an engineer for Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Co., said he would 
not have had to put up with inconven- 
iences and the cost of medical expenses. 


Rauch said his wife and family became 


ill and were bothered by nose, throat ir- 
ritation, and nausea as a result of the 
gas coming from the furnace. He said he 
was not affected as much as they were 
because his job takes him out of the 
house. 


Rauch said that after gas company 


employes found the leak in the furnace it 


was turned off. He moved his family into 
a motel for a few days while the gas 
heating system in his 10-year-old house 
was converted to electric heat. 


In a letter to Rauch last Feb. 25, the 


gas company denied that it is responsible 
for "the alleged allergies" of Rauch's 
family. Contacted yesterday, R. J. Eby 
said the matter was in the hands of the 
firm's attorneys and that it would not be 
proper for him to comment. 


Rauch is seeking $1,000 damages in a 


small claims suit filed Feb. 26 in the 
Niles branch of Circuit Court. 


South Vietnamese spokesmen were still

Even as ARVN troops 
apparently were falling back last week, 
their spokesmen were making rapid ad- 
vances in terminology. 


WHEN ASKED about movements that 


some observers viewed as a retreat, Jer- 
ry W. Friedheim, a Pentagon spokes- 
man, 
said the South Vietnamese were 


engaging in "mobile maneuvering." 


Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland, U.S. 


Army Chief of Staff, called the reported 
withdrawal a "readjustment of troops." 


But Lt. Col. Tran Van An, an ARVN 


spokesman in Saigon, proved that the 
South Vietnamese now are fully capable 
of handling their own terminology. 


Of the apparent retreat, he said: "We 


are operating in another area and anoth- 
er direction."

Urge New Safe Standards 


There is a shortage of safe-cracking in- 


formation today, and the losers are store 
owners who don't know how to protect 
themselves, according to Arthur Pa- 
holke, of the Chicago Crime Lab. 


Paholke spoke in Elk Grove Village 


last week before 130 police officers from 
49 communities, who attended a burglary 
seminar sponsored by the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Police Department. 


Investigators of safe burglaries, he 


said, have not been distributing enough 
information. Paholke is proposeing a 
new safe recognition check in which in- 
vestigators describe a safe, the method 
used in its attack, and patterns and 
methods of burglar operation. 


He said agencies using this form could 


then determine in a matter of minutes 
whether a similar burglary had occurred 
in a nearby city. 


"FOR THE MOST part, all safes look 


alike," he said. "They are generally big, 
appear to be very heavy and have com- 
bination locks. But as we examine the 
characteristics of safes, we find they 
may be divided into two classes: the fire 
resistive safe and the money chest. 


"The fire resistive safe is identified by 


its square or rectangular door. These 
units have light steel walls and doors 
that contain heavy insulation. 


"A money chest is identified by its 


round door. It is built with thick steel 
walls and special strong doors.

authorities in connection with the train 
crash last Thursday in Lake Geneva. 


The crash occurred about 4 a.m. when 


a switching engine taken from the Crys- 
tal Lake rail yard was allowed to run 
into the engine of a commuter train 
parked in Lake Geneva.

Do you 
stuff your grocery cart, and later you, 
with Post Grape Nuts, Quaker Cap'n 
Crunch or Quaker Puffed Wheat? Like 
any other spineless American mother, 
you probably let the children talk you 
into buying the cereal with the most ap- 
pealing premium. But you buy yourself 
the Puffed Wheat at 38 calories per cup. 
Cap'n Crunch has 151; Grape Nuts, 400. 


Or let's say that you are on a dip trip 


at one of those endless cocktail parties. 
Do you chip away at Kraft's bacon and 
horseradish dip or Gebhardt's Jalapeno 
bean dip? Well, the latter has less than 
half the calories: 30 per ounce as op- 
posed to 71. But dip in a celery stick 
instead of a potato chip — most any 
brand of the latter packs a hefty ISO-plus 
calories per ounce. 


SOURCE OF ALL THESE FIGURES 


is a Dell paperback book called "The 
Brand-Name Calorie Counter," by Co- 
rinne Netzer. It gives you the caloric 


content of more than 3,000 brand name 
foods — including most of the snacks, 
packaged items and convenience foods 
that you just don't find listed in the con- 
ventional calorie counters. 


For instance, no other calorie counter I 


know tells you much about candy bars. 
What dieter ever eats a candy bar? Un- 
fortunately, most of us do. Miss Netzer's 
book gives you five-plus pages listing the 
calories per ounce of different candies. 
And it can be helpful to know that your 
sweet tooth penalizes you only 107 ca- 
lories per ounce if you pick a Snicker, 
whereas a Reese peanut butter cup has 
148 per ounce and a Mason chocolate 
covered mint has 200.

IF YOU'RE A SERIOUS DIETER, 


you'll virtuously resist all the candy list- 
ings and resign yourself to a "wedge of 
crispy lettuce" topped with "tangy diet 
dressing,'1 or any of the other semi-star- 
vation stand-bys so glowingly described 
in conventional diets that are rich only in 
adjectives. Or you'll live on cottage 
cheese. But most of us most of the time 
lack the will power to settle for cottage 
cheese, even "rich and creamy fresh-as- 
springtime cottage cheese." And even 
cottage cheese can fool you: Borden's 
creamed cottage cheese has 120 calories 


per half cup; Sealtest's has 107. 


It figures, then, that you'll find this 


book helpful if you're concerned about 
weight-watching. Even if you're just try- 
ing to hold that line, you'll probably be 
surprised to find that you can save a few 
hundred calories per week with onlv mi- 
nor changes in your menus. In many in- 
stances, you'll simply buy different 
brands — assuming, that is, that taste, 
price and other factors meet your re- 
quirements. 


Take, for instance, one of those busy 


dizzy days when you can barely find 
time to pop a TV dinner in the oven. Do 
you pop in a Banquet fried chicken din- 
ner or a Morton fried chicken dinner? 
The calorie counts, respectively, are 543 
and 435. If you prefer beef, Morton's beef 
TV dinner has 350 calories, but Banquet's 
has 365.

thrntrp The list annual show has 3656 
cioijs entered in 115 breeds and in the 
obedience trials. 


Poodles once again have the largest 


pntry. with 139 being entered in the three 
varieties _ toy, miniature and standard. 
Afghan Hounds follow closely with 145 
Other over 100 entries include Irish Set- 
ters, German Shepherds, Cairn Terriers 
and Great Danes. Two new breeds, Tibe- 
tnn Terriers and Soft-Coated Wheaton 
TnrnerH make their first showing in the 
miscellaneous class. 


In addition to being the largest dog 


show m the nation, the IKC event also 
features several attractions that are not 
seen at any other indoor show. Included 
in this category would be the water and 
field trial exhibition, junior dog judging 
contest and racing on Astro Turf with 
Afghans. Whippets, Salukis, Sled Dogs 
and Irish Wolfhounds This last breed 
should be something to see.

last Sunday in Joliet. 


During the business session, Virgil L. 


Tiedeman, from Springfield, head of the 
organization, gave a brief run-down of 
activities. Part of his comments were 
relative to the new Public Law 91-579, 
which was signed by the President last 
December. 


This was the law that raised a storm of 


protests from coast to coast by the dog- 
owning public. It had to do with various 
exemptions to the Whitehurst legislation 
passed in 1966, considered then an ex- 
cellent measure for animal welfare. 


Because of the protests, the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture was asked to have a 
committee formed consisting of experts 
in the dog field to work out the correct 
definitions of the new law. 


What makes this all rather noteworthy 


is that the meeting of the group will be 
on April 6, in Washington, and among 
those asked to attend was a representa- 
tive from the Illinois Dog Clubs and 
Breeders Assoc., the only such state or- 
ganization to be asked. 


It's a feather in the hat of a lot of 


dedicated dog owners from Illinois, to re- 
alize that they have an active and well 
run organization in their state such as 
the I.D.C.A.B.A., Inc. 
Barks & Bay* 


With all the dog show talk going on, it 


brings to mind that the so-called mascot 
at the Bermuda Kennel Club dog show 
headquarters is a cat named George.
